WASHINGTON, July 25.—In the 
United States Embassy at Madrid, 
where they have taken refuge, 161 
Americans awaited today the out- 
come of an important battle be- 
tween Government and rebel forcts 
about 50 miles north of the capital 
The evacuation of United States 
citizens and other foreigners con- 


tinued along the coast. American mili 
itary observers in Madrid said they 
looked for no serious trouble unless 
troops “ran wild” in the city after 
either a decisive victory or defeat 
in the north. 

The State Department canvassed 
means of removing Americans from 
Madrid to United States vessels now 
in Spanish waters, but found no 
way to do so. 

Secretary of State Hull talked to 
the Embassy this morning by trans. 
Atlantic telephone and was _in- 
formed that all means of egress 
from the capital had been cut off. 

“The only way would be to evac- 
uate by airplane, which would be 
utterly unfeasible,” Eric C. Wende- 
lin, third secretary in charge of 
the Embassy, reported. He ex- 
plained no trains were running in 
or out of Madrid. 

Food for Two Weeks. 

Wendelin said the 161 in the Em- 
bassy, including the official staff 
of 13, were in good spirits, and that 
there were sufficient supplies of 
food and water to last for at least 
two weeks. 

The refugees in the Embassy in- 
cluded nearly all of the native-born 
Americans among the approximate- 
ly 300 nationals in Madrid. The re- 
mainder, Wendelin said, were Fili- 
pinos and Puerto Ricans. 

Wendelin said American officials 
had received “every possible assist- 
ance from the Government and es- 
pecially from police headquarters.” 
He reported that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment appeared to be holding its 
own and that the people in Madrid 
were calm, 

An appeal for financial aid to 
care for destitute Americans arriv- 
ing at Vigo, on the Northwestern- 
Spanish coast, was received at the 
State Department from American 
Consul William W. Corco.,.n. The 
American Red Cross sent $500 im- 
mediately. 

Corcoran reported he was main- 
taining several needy American- 
born children whose Spanish fath- 
ers disappeared within the last few 
flays and that he was evacuating 
other Americans On passenger ves- 
sels calling at Vigo. All of Galicia, 
he said, was under the control of 
the rebels. 

118 More Evacuated, 

One hundred and eighteen more 
Americans have been evacuated 
from Spain, the State Department 
announced, Of these, 98 were taken 
from Barcelona and other ports to 
Marseilles, France, and from 
Malaga to Gibralter. The Ameri- 
can steamer Exeter removed 8&6 
Americans from Barcelona. 
Twelve of the others taken to Mar- 
seilles were picked up at various 
points by the British warships Gal- 
lant and Gipsey. 

Twenty Americans taken to Gib- 
ralter were carried by the British 
warship Brazen. 

Among those evacuated from Bar- 
celona by the Exeter was Gill- 
more H. Guyot of St. Louis, Mo.; 
Helen Devoe Allen and child, Bar- 
celona, birthplace St. Louis; Har- 
riet G. Hobble, Barcelona, birth- 
place Plymouth, Tl, and Flora E. 
Hobbie, Barcelona, birthplace I)- 
linois. 

The battleship Oklahoma radioed 
the State Department that it had 
taken aboard 16 American women 
and children and men and 14 other 
foreigners at Bilbao, on the north 
coast of Spain, and nine others at 
Santander.

PARIS, July 25.—Ambassador 
Claude G. Bowers decided tonight 
to remain at his refuge in Fuenter- 
abia, near San Sebastian. He said 
he was quite safe. 

Capt. Townsend Griffiss, air at- 
taches at the United States embas- 
sy here, went to the aid of the Am- 
bassador to Spain when it was re- 
ported Mrs. Bowers was ill. 

Capt. Griffiss returned to Hen- 
daye tonight with word from the 
Ambassador that his wife had been 
ill, but was not now in need of 
medical attention. 

Bowers said he would remain to 
continue reports to the State De- 
partment at Washington by radio 
from the Coast Guard cutter, Cay- 
uga, anchored offshore at San 
Sebastian.

In the Northeast and Southwest, 
marching columns of loyalists 
neared rebel strongholds.

The converging columns 
were moving in from Madrid, Val- 
encia and Barcelona. 

Dispatches from Barcelona to- 
night said a column of Loyalist 
militiamen had captured Caspe, 
about 50 miles southeast of Zara- 
goza. The militiamen dispersed sev- 
eral groups of rebels and continued 
their advance, the officials stated. 

Seville, where local militiamen 
defied rebels who attempted to 
seize the territory, was the desti- 
nation of a fast-moving army of re- 
inforcements in the South. 

Oviedo, chief city of the Asturias, 
was reported to be in the hands of 


jthe rebel, Col. Aranda, who seized 


it after pretending to lead Leftist 
defense units through its streets. 

“Col. Aranda seized the city to 
compel adherence to the Fascists,” 
said the newspaper Socialista, “but 
he failed to foresee the people’s re- 
action. 

“Aranda can do nothing to break 
the iron ring which Asturian min- 
ers have placed around him with 
guns, rifles and huge quantities of 
dynamite.”

A curt “maybe’ met further in- 
quiries on whether the rebel plan of 
assault included a siege of the city. 

The apparent basis of Fascist 
strategy was the hope that events 
in Madrid might demand recall of 
the loyalist malitia, thus breaking 
the semi-circle of steel which the 
Government has placed in the 
path of the rebels. 

New recruits to the insurgent 
forces streamed into the camp hour 
by hour. The arrivals added to the 
confusion and excitement. 

Throughout the region, the popu- 
lace acclaimed the rebel occupation. 
Even children joined in the cries 
of “Viva Espana!” accompanied by 
upraised arms in Fascist salutes. 

Guards and militia patroled the 
roads, halting automobiles at the 
entrances and exits of every city, 
town and village. 

Te rebels have been hastily train- 
ed and many know only how to 
load, aim and fire their rifles. 

Machine gun nests and impro- 
vised firing positions are being 
hastily constructed but the advance 
halted. Government planes 
soared overhead, but the troops be- 
low paid little attention. 


Spanish Cruisers Fire on Rebel 
Fort but Fog Stops Battle. 

GIBRALTAR, July 25. — Three 
loyal Spanish cruisers and rebel- 
held forts at Ceuta, Morocco, trad- 
ed shell for shell today in the 
Straits of Gibraltar. 

The cruisers Jaime Primero, 
Libertad and Cervantes, supported 
by three submarines, opened fire 
on the forts. As they found the 
range, the shells appeared to be 
dropping into the fort. Ceuta itself 
was damaged little. 

The forts replied. The bows of 
the Jaime Primero were struck. 
Then fog closed in. 

The Jaime Primero detached it- 
self from the flotilla and steamed 
away. 

From Algeciras came word that 
a Government plane had  0been 
struck by rebel batteries and had 
crashed into the ocean between 
Marbella and Malaga. Another re- 
port said two new contingents of 
rebel troops were advancing on 
Malaga, Spain, from Spanish 
Morocco. 

Algeciras itself was bombed by 
Government airplanes, as was La 
Linea. 

Fear of an epidemic from over- 
crowding led British authorities to 
order all Spanish refugees who 
sought asylum here to leave for 
their homes. Gibraltar hotels, al- 
ready jammed, had no room for 
British nationals being brought 
from Spain by warships. 

Refugees arriving aboard the 
British destroyer Brazen reported 
that 2500 bodies were lying in the 
streets of Malaga, Southern Span- 
ish city northeast of here. One said 
50 priests had been placed together 
in a public square and shot down 
with a machine gun. 

The Brazen landed 150 persons, 
including Americans and Britons, 
and returned to Malaga for more. 
The British destroyer Boreas evacu- 
ated 110 from Huelva. 

Refugees said Malaga was “un- 
recognizable.” They said clubs and 
homes of Monarchists and Fascists 
were destroyed and more than 200 
buildings were burned. Armed 
youths, they said, were roaming the 
streets and frequent killings were 
occurring.

SHOOTING AS “PRANK 


Prisoner Says Companion Said | 


He Wanted to Shoot Negro, 
So He Did. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., July 25.—The 
wounding of an Ecorse Negro fac- 


-tory worker in 1935 was described 


tonight by Dayton Dean, confessed 
Black Legion “executioner,” as a 
“prank” of the Legion. 

Dean was questioned in the 
Wayne County jail by Lieut. David 
Genaw and Patrolman Robert Mc- 
Whirter of the Ecorse Police De- 
partment. Dean has pleaded guilty 
of the murder of Charles A. Poole, 
WPA worker whose death disclosed 
the existence of the Black Legion, 
and has been a State witness 
against his 14 co-defendants in pre- 
liminary hearings. 

Dean gave the Ecorse officers a 
statement concerning the shooting 
of Edward Armour, Negro who was 
wounded seriously the night of 
Feb. 16, 1935. He was quoted ‘1s 
saying he, Harvey Davis, a Black 
Legion “colonel,” and another mem- 
ber of the order, Charles Rouse, 
had driven to Ecorse to find Clar- 
ence Oliver “with the intention of 
killing him.” because he had been 
“too active” in the campaign of 
William Voisine, now Mayor of 
Ecorse. 

Shooting of Negro. 

As they started back to Detroit 
without finding Oliver, Dean re- 
lated, Davis said, “I want to shoot 
a Negro.” They drove around a 
while and finally saw a man walk- 
ing down a street. 

“Davis called out to him three 
times to come to the car,” said 
Dean’s statement. “When he did 
not, Davis and I got out and the 
fellow started to run toward the 
only house on the street. He was 
at the door when Davis took aim 
and fired. Then Davis said, ‘Let’s 
get the hell out of here,’ and we 
jumped back in the auto and head- 
ed toward Detroit.” 

Detroit police who cheeked the 
bullet removed from Armour said 
it was fired from a pistol that was 
confiscated when Davis was ar- 
rested in July, 1935, on a concealed- 
weapon charge.

Situation to Grow Worse 
If Policy Ie Continued, 
She Says—Responsibility 
I: Board's. 


There are two essential differ- 
ences in policy between the present 
Election Board and . preceding 
boards. One is the practice of the 
present board in accepting recom- 
mendations of the Democratic and 
Republican city committeemen for 
appointment of precinct judges and 


clerks. In the past the committee- 
men were largely ignored, and 
qualified precinct officials were 
drafted. 

The other difference is the aban- 
donment of the long standing pol- 
icy of having the Police Depart- 
ment check the registration in lodg- 
ing house districts and other pre- 
cincts where there are grounds for 
suspicion of padding. There has 
been no police canvass since the 
1932 primary. 

The present custom facilitates 
fraudulent registration on a large 
scale, such as the Post-Dispatch 
has been exposing for several days. 

These facts were pointed out by 
Miss Emma J. Bobb, former chair- 
man of the Election Board, wha is 
widely accepted as an authority on 
the election laws of this State, in 
the course of an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

Oode Adopted in 1921. 

Following the widespread elec- 
toral corruption in the time of 
Butler’s Indians, ended in the early 
years of this century, there was a 
gradual reform, shaken by the pri- 
mary frauds of 1920. The present 
St. Louis election code was adopted 
in 1921, after which the safeguard- 
ing of registrations and elections 
progressed for a number of years. 

Miss Bobb, a Republican, became 
a stenographer for the Election 
Board in 1909 and as time passed 
her responsibilities grew. . When 
the office of chief assistant was 
established about 1921 she got it, 
becoming the executive officer. In 
April, 1924, Gov. Hyde made her 
a member of the board for a term 
lasting about a year. For the next 
five years, largely under Gov. 
Baker, she was out of office, being 
re-engaged as chief assistant by 
the Caulfield board in December, 
1930. Gov. Caulfield, who as Judge, 
Congressman and City Counselor, 
became thoroughly familiar with 
political practices, made her chair- 
man to fill the vacancy in June, 
1932. The Democrats won the ensu- 
ing election, and she has been out 
of office since Feb. 23, 1933, when 
the present board assumed power, 
abandoning the policies of drafting 
precinct officials and of obtaining 
police canvasses of the registration. 

As far as obeying the law to the 
letter is concerned, there is no dif- 
ference between the present board, 
appointed by Gov. Park and head- 
ed by James A. Waechter, a Demo- 
crat, and preceding boards. The 
law is clear in laying down the 
regulations for registering voters 
and taking the vote. At certain 
times, certain actions must be 
taken—notice of the time of regis- 
tration, published, precinct elec- 
tion materials distributed, and so 
on. All boards follow these admin- 
istrative details. 

The customary strict and full in- 
structions to judges and clerks are 
issued by this board. If they were 
followed explicitly and respected in 
spirit as well as letter, frauds 
would be more difficult. 

A Matter of Intent. 

But, says Miss Bobb: 

“The election laws should be 
tightened. It doesn't matter how 
many instructions are issued or how 
strict they are—the whole basis is 


one of character and honest intent | 


of the administrative officials, in- 
cluding the precinct judges and 
clerks. 

“Acceptance of recommendations 
for judges and clerks from the 
party committeemen should be pro- 
hibited. The registration should be 
canvassed by the police to prevent 
fraud.” 

“I don't believe the committee- 
men should be considered.” Miss 
Bobb continued. “The law does not 
contemplate that this power should 
be shared. The onus is on the Elec- 
tion Board. It is only human na- 
ture that the committeemen, who 
are candidates for re-election or

For a number of years, during | 


Miss Bobb’s incumbency, the boards 
took advantage of the law permit- 
ting employment of judges and 
clerks who did not reside in the 
precinct, sometimes taking them 
from another part of the ward or 
often from outlying residential sec- 
tions. She recalls that this was 
done generally in the Fourth, Fifth 
and Sixth Wards; in parts of the 
Third, Seventh, Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth and 
Twentieth Wards, and possibly in 
one or two others. 

The present board has appointed 
generally residents of the wards. 

About one-fourth of the present 
force of judges and clerks, whose 
four-year terms will expire after 
the primary, were appointed to fill 
vacancies after the present board 
took office, according to Chief As- 
sistant Rottman. However, it is 
Miss Bobb’s recollection that her 
investigation two years ago showed 
about 42 per cent of the force had 
been appointed under the present 
board. There now are about 1000 
vacancies in the ranks, divided 
about eaually between Democrats 
and Republicans, Rottman says. 
The board has been filling these by 
temporary appointments, good only 
for the specified days of service. 

The Post-Dispatch investigation 
shows instances where such tem- 
porary appointees, engaged on the 
recommendation of party commit- 
teemen, handled the _ registration 
and revision canvassing last month 
in precincts where there was 
flagrant padding.

Following publication Friday of 
the results of a house-to-house 
check by the Post-Dispatch of the 
official “revised and _ corrected” 
registration list for the tenth pre- 
cinct of the Third Ward, disclosing 


that 182 of the 602 registered voters 
(30.2 per cent) are not living at the 
addresses printed on the Election 
Board’s list, the reporter who made 
the canvass called on the two elec- 
tion clerks of the precinct for an 
explanation of their failure to find 
the wholesale registration fraud 
discovered by the reporter. 

The clerks are William Otten, 
2803 Blair avenue, a Democrat, and 
Russell Leslie, 2607 Blair avenue, 
a Republican. They said they had 
spent two days of “at least six or 
seven hours each,” making what 
they regarded as “a thorough can- 
vass” of the precinct, checking the 
names appearing on the registra- 
tion book after the supplementary 
registration of voters on June 18, 
as they are required to do by law. 

Names Still on List. 

Leslie expressed surprise that 13 
of the names appearing on the “re- 
vised and corrected” list were ones 
which he remembered as among 
those “pulled,” or crossed off, on the 
precinct book by Otten and him- 
self following their canvass of June 
19 and 20. The names are. sstill 
there, however, and unless some- 
thing is done by the Election Board 
in the meantime these names may 
be voted at the primary Aug. 4. 

Otten and Leslie were agreed 
that they had found 84 names of 
persons’ who, they established def- 
initely, were not residents of the 
precinct. To each of these persons 
they addressed envelopes and, 
“after checking three times for ac- 
curacy,” took the envelopes and the 
book of precinct registration cards 
to the Election Board’s headquar- 
ters on Twelfth boulevard, opposite 
City Hall. 

What happened there, that re- 
sulted in 13 of these stricken names 
being printed on the official “re-

The procedure at the Election 
Board’s office is prescribed by Sec- 
tion 10,591, Missouri Statutes. 
Briefly it is for the Election 
Board’s clerks to post a letter (ad- 
dressed by the election clerks in 
the precinct) to the challenged reg- 
istrant. If there is no response the 
name is supposed to be stricken 
from the eligible voters’ list auto- 
matically. If the registrant re- 
sponds, he may go before one of a 
group of Election Board clerks dele- 
_ gated by the board to consider such 
cases. The registrant makes a 
sworn statement on a prepared 
document, the clerk administering 
_ the oath. The $6-a-day clerk a po- 
| litical jobholder, then passes on the 
| case, but the Election Board has 
' broad powers to make further in- 
vestigation if desired. 

Names Crossed Off. 

Clerk Leslie, after telling the re- 
porter several times that “my mem- 
ory for names is very bad,” and 
urging him to remember that he 
and Otten made their check a 
month ago, carefully went over the 
official list of 602 names. He said 
he and the other clerk had crossed 
off the following names:

Statement Disputed. 

The reporter asked the same 
question of Alfred L. Rottman, 
chief assistant to the Election 
Board. Rottman consulted office 
records and said Leslie and Otten 
had recommended that 65 names be 
stricken from the _ registration 
books and that, after the legal 
formula described above had been 
complied with, 60 names were tak- 
en off the books. 
taken off because the clerks had 
addressed the envelopes incorrect- 
ly or had misspelled the registrants’ 
names, Rottman said. 

When his attention was called to 
the fact that the clerks recalled 
without hesitation that 84 was the 
number of names they had found 
to be incorrectly registered from 
the precinct, Rottman replied, 
“They just aren’t telling the truth.” 

It would not be possible now to 
find in the Election Board's rec- 
ords the names which the precinct 
clerks had recommended be can- 
celled from the books, Rottman 
said. He explained that the pre- 
cinct clerks carried with them in 
their check loose-leaf books con- 
taining yellow cards, each of which 
bore the name of a registered vot- 
er. When the precinct clerks found 
that a voter had moved or was 
unknown at the address given for 
him, they withdrew his cerd from 
the book. The number of cards 
thus taken from the book and the 
number of addressed envelopes 
should have corresponded exactly 
when the clerks reported to the 
Election Board headquarters, Rott- 
man said. When the routine of 
posting letters to the registrants 
was completed the yellow cards 
were returned to the book, accord- 
ing to Rottman. 


Result of Canvass. 


The reporter informed both pre- 
cinct clerks of the findings in the 
Post-Dispatch canvass of the pre- 
cinct: That 70 of the 182 persons 
not residing in the precinct, but ap- 
pearing on the list, are unknown to 
persons now living at the addresses 
given; that 104 have moved at wide- 
ly varying times; that seven are 
names listed twice, or listed for 
buildings now torn down, and that 
one voter died more than a year 
ago. 

Leslie and Otten were not visibly 
impressed by the great difference 
between the newspaper’s canvass 
and their own, except for their sur- 
prise that the revised list contained 
names which they had asked be 
stricken. It was pointed out to 
them that at the top of the official 
registration list appears the follow- 
ing statement: “Showing the names 
of all persons appearing upon the 
books of registration as voters in 
above Ward and Precinct, at the 
close of Revision June 23, 24, 25 and 
26, 1936, as made by the Board of 
Election Commissioners for the 
City of St. Louis, Mo.” 

Don’t Know Neighbors. 

Leslie told the reporter 


the reporter had been unable 
find anyone who knew 70 of the 
persons on the Election Board’s 
list. “We have a lot of illiterate 
people up here who haven’t any 


are,” he said. “Besides, they move 
in and out of here every week. It 
would be humanly impossible to 


know who everybody is.” 

Leslie and Otten were asked why 
they failed to strike off the name of 
Charles Rosenbeck, registered from 
1436A Wright street, who, the re- 
porter learned from Mrs. Rosen- 
beck, had died in March, 1935. They 
explained this was “evidently a 
slip.” 

“We know we made mistakes in 
the canvass,” Leslie added. “We 
did try to make a thorough check.”

Prof. W. L.. Clevenger Refuses 
Sheriff's Offer of Freedom 
at Asheville, N. C.

MORE RAILROAD INCOME 
IS CARRIED 10 PROFIT

NEW YORK, July 25. — More 
railroad income carried through to 
profit in June than has been the 
case recently, a compilation today 
based on the first 14 reporting 
roads indicates. 

With gross income for the group 
in June 17.9 per cent above last 
year’s total, net operating income 
jumped 47.5 per cent over compar- 
able figures.

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ELISHA HANSON SAYS PRESS 
PRESERVES LIBERTY IN U, S. 


Issue Before People, He Asserts, Is 
Whether They Will Govern 
Themselves or Be Governed. 

By the Associated Press. 

OLD POINT COMFORT. Va.. 
July 25.—Elisha Hanson, general 
counsel for the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ Association, told the 
Virginia Press Association here to 
night that the United States stands 
at the crossroads, “where one path 
leads us back to liberty and the 
other to a dictatorship.” Speaking 
on “The Press—Bulwark of Our 
Liberty,” he asserted the decision 
which the people must make is 
whether they can and will govern 
themselves or must be governed. 

“The issue is clearly between per- 
sonal liberty, embracing the right 
to own and to acquire private prop- 
erty on one hand, and an illusion 
of economic security, accompanied 
by an actual destruction of all in- 
dividual rights and privileges, in- 
cluding the right of property,” Han- 
son said. 

Declaring “our forefathers were 
the first to lay down the doctrine 
that a free people were entitled to 
have a press, free from any form 
of restraint,” he said that without 
a free press there could be no lib- 
erty. “In the fall and winter of 
1933,” he said, “the citizens of this 
country, but for one great differ- 
ence, were just as subject to an ab- 
solute dictatorship as those of Rus- 
sia. The exception was their right 
to have information about their 
Government’s activities and _ to 
have the benefit of interpretative 
criticism. This right was preserved 
for them by the daily newspaper 
press.”

Reformatory 23 Years Ago; Has

—An escaped Oklahoma prisoner 
found at Cleveland, Ohio, after 23 
years of respectability, was dis- 
closed by acting detective inspector 
Charles C. Nevel of Cleveland to- 
day as Carl Chilton, convicted in 
1913 of burglarizing the Calvin 
(Ok.) National Bank. Chilton fled 
after serving a year of his two 
year term, 

He was found in Cleveland yes- 
terday and Nevel declined to reveal 
his name until Oklahoma author- 
ities had learned identity of the 
man who fled the reformatory at 
18 only to be apprehended at 41, 
respected and the father of two 
children. Chilton’s family, Nevel 
said, had not learned of the inci- 
dent.

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., BUYS 
QUT PRIVATE UTILITY 


To Pay $7,200,000 for Elec- 
tric and Heating Facilities ‘of 
Central Illinois Light Co.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, July 2.— 
The City of Springfield completed 
negotiations tonight for the pur- 
chase of the Springfield electric and 
heating facilities of the Central 
Illinois Light Co. at a cost of $7,- 
200,000, thus ending a 20-year cam- 
paign for public ownership of utili- 
ties in the city. 

Willis J. Spaulding, Commis- 
sioner of Public Property, an- 
nounced the sale would be for- 
mally completed in September after 
the City Council enacts necessary 
ordinances. 

Eight nearby municipalities are 
involved in the sale, which Spauld- 
ing said would be followed by con- 
solidation of the city’s publicly- 
owned power plant and properties 
acquired from the private utility. 
A million dollars would be spent 
by the city in merging the plants, 
Spaulding said. 

Spaulding reported the purchase 
would be financed by an $8,500,000 
issue of 3% per cent bonds or cer- 
tificates, which would mature in 


from two and one-half to 20 years. 


The bonds would be payable from 
earnings of the municipal proper- 
ties. 

The Central Illinois Co., 
sidiary of Commonwealth & South- 
ern, will continue to serve 67 of 
the 75 counties now in its terri- 
tory. The company has headquar- 
ters at Peoria, and supplies power 
to De Kalb and Sycamore in addi- 
tion to Springfield.

Government Drouth Sur- 
veys Show Damage to 
Certain Crops Is Less 
Than Estimated. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Deaths 
in 86 large cities during the week 
ended July 18, the Census Bureau | 
said today, totaled 12,183 compared | 
with 7439 in the corresponding week 
a year ago. Officials attributed the 
65 per cent increase to high temper- 
atures. 

“The week in 1935 was normal 
with respect to temperature,” the 
bureau said, “and from the stand- 
point of mortality the 1936 heat 
wave was much more severe than 
the 1934 wave.” 

At the same time, Jesse W. Tapp, 
chairman of the Inter-Departmen- 
tal Drouth Relief Committee, esti- 
mated lower drouth damage to cer- 
tain crops than had been indicated 
by previous surveys. He has just 
returned from Kansas City where 
he conferred with Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace on drouth relief 
activities. 

Forage Situation Hopeful. 

“The drouth is beginning to tell 
on corn prospects in Nebraska and 
Kansas, and the plant is tasseling 
short in other important regions,” 
Tapp said, “but forage feed units 
as related to livestock numbers ap- 
pear still to be very favorable. 

“Pastures in such states as Ten- 
nessee, where rain fell recently, 
have greened up and renewed the 
farmer's hopes for carrying his 
stock. We have received requests 
from those regions for assistance | 
in providing local feeders with thin: | 
range cattle for fattening.” 

Government drouth relief units | 
looked to next week as a deciding 
period for many f their activities. 

Rexford G. Tugwell, resettlement 
administrator, was scheduled to re- 
turn to Washington for conferences 
with the directors of various relief 
agencies. He has made a two-weeks’ 
survey of possible long-range re- 
habilitation projects for the North- 
west drouth sections, 

Harry L. Hopkins, Works Prog- 
ress Administrator, who also has 
been on a personal inspection tour 
of the drouth states, is to confer 
with the President at Campobello 
Island, N. B. n Tuesday. 

Details of Census Report. 

Amplifying its report, the Census 
Bureau said the heat deaths were 
concentrated in a somewhat differ- 
ent geographical area than in 1934. 
In that year deaths occurred large- 
ly in Cincinnati, Kansas City, In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis, Omaha and 


other cities in the. southern part of 
the Middle West. 

Although these same cities showed 
sharp increases in mortality this. 
year, the bureau reported even. 
greater increases for the Northern 
Middle West cities of Minneapolis, 
Detroit, Milwaukee and Duluth. 

“The Western Great Lakes re- 
gion, involving Minnesota, Michi- 
gan, and Wisconsin, were dealt a 
heavy loss in the present emergen- 
cy, with an increase of 238 per cent 
in mortality compared with the cor-

To “Keep Fighting”

LAKE TAHOE, Cal., July 25. 
—Charley Paddock,’ erstwhile

You 
were all right so long as you 
were helping fill the coffers of 
the A. A. U. If you were good 
enough to be the best money 
maker in swimming throughout 
the United States and thorough- 
ly acceptable to the A. A. U. here, 
you are still good enough for Un- 
cle Sam in Berlin.” 


NOTHING OFFENSIVE 


IN MOCK MARRIAGE 
SAYS GUSTAVUS KIRBY

HAMBURG, Germany, July 25.— 
Gustavus T. Kirby, treasurer of the 
American Olympic Committee, to- 
day gave indignant denial to Eleanor 
Holm Jarrett’s allegation that the 
mock marriage and trial staged 
aboard the S. S. Manhattan en 
route to Berlin was “shocking.” 

“All I have to say is that only 
an evil mind could see anything 
improper in the performance,” Kir- 
by said. “There was nothing to 
offend anybody. I acted the part 
of the judge and prosecuting at- 
torney; the bride carried a bou- 
quet of vegetables. We were all 
merry and the whole thing was 
done in the spirit of fun. without 
anything offensive whatsoever.”

“She was warned but repeated her 
offense and there was nothing else 
we could do.

lute discipline as it appeared to de- 
sire, or condemn me because I was 
unwilling to make a secret of the 
fact that I like champagne?” she 
asked. 

Supporting her claim that there 
were other offenders among the 
athletes, Mrs. Jarrett charged, “It 
is well known by all connected with 
the American team that Brundage 
(Avery Brundage, president of the 
American Olympic Committee) not 
only warned me but specifically re- 
ferred to members of two teams, 
namely, field hockey and fencing.” 

Mrs, Jarrett’s statement failed to 
move Brundage to alter his de- 
cision. Likewise he refused to an- 
swer her charges specifically since 
Kirby was in Hamburg. He did, 
however, disclose the shipboard pro- 
cedure which led to her disbar- 
ment. 

“It was necessary to convene two 
special meetings of the American 
Olympic Committee aboard the 
Manhattan,” he said, “to consider 
Mrs. Jarrett’s condition and  be- 
havior in public. 

Decision Was Unanimous. 


“We were severely criticised by 
passengers and members of the 
Olympic party for not taking dras- 
tic action at once in view of the 
serious offense. At the second meet- 
ing more than an hour was devoted 
to ascertaining the facts as to re- 
ports that Mrs. Jarrett, occupying 
a room with two young swimmers, 
could not be aroused by the team 
physician and the ship doctor. 

“There was no difference of opin- 
ion among a score of leaders in 
college athletics and their decision 
was unanimous. 

“This team of nearly 400 athletes 
was the best behaved squad ever 
sent abroad and it is most unfor- 
tunate that this unpleasant affair 
should arise to mar-..an otherwise 
admirable journey. 

“The American Olympic Com- 
mitte will have no further state- 
ment to make.” 

Brundage, nevertheless, was 
shocked by the swimmer’'s _§state- 
ment. He was agitated over the dis- 
covery that the bar in, the athletes’ 
section of the boat was kept open 
daily. The Olympic Committee 
president insisted that orders had 
been given to close the bar soon 
after first reports of drinking by 
team members were received. But 
it developed such orders weren't 
carried out, even if issued. 

Despite all possible pressure 
brought to bear by her friends, in- 
cluding a petition signed by more 
than 200 dthietes requesting her re- 
instatement, the Olympic Commit- 
tee did not waver from its original 
stand against Mrs. Jarrett. 

There was little question at any 
time that the official viewpoint 
might be changed, but so sharp was 
the reaction tonight to the swim- 
mer’s blast that Brundage suggest- 
ed that it was time for the Amateur 
Athletic Union of the United States, 
of which he also is the president, 
to take up the situation and con- 
sider asking Mrs. Jarrett to turn 
in her amateur card. 

“Eleanor, Here’s Your Hat.” 

The bad news was delivered to 
Mrs. Jarrett by Dr. Joseph E. Ray- 
croft of Princeton, vice-president of 
the committee, and Frederick W. 
Rubien of New York, secretary.

Her plans to stick it 
out now hinge upon what, if any- 
thing, develops from the various in- 
definite offers submitted and ad- 
vice from home. 

Her actor-singer husband, Arthur 
Jarrett, told her over trans-Atlantic 
telephone from New York this 
morning to “fight it out,” but she 
was not so sure that she wanted to 
continue her battle upstream. 

Although deeply digappointed that 
her plea for “one more chance” fel) 
on deaf ears among the committee- 
men, Mrs. Jarrett kept her chin up 
through it all and when the bad 
news was delivered, her first reac- 
tion was a fighting one. 

“I would like to challenge' the 
winner of the backstroke champion- 
ship because I am sure I can beat 
anybody in the world,” said the girl 
who hasn’t been beaten in compe- 
tition in seven years. 

Besieged With Offers. 

The final development in the 
“Jarrett case,” however, far from 
settled the issue from the swim- 
mer’s standpoint, at least. At first 
she was tearfully on the verge of 
running for the first boat home, but 
she quickly regained her composure 
and hopefully weighed an assort- 
ment of offers to capitalize on the 
well-publicized situation. 

Dr. Raycroft discounted Mrs. 
Jarrett’s criticism of the general 
conduct of the team, but admitted 
there were some shipboard prob- 
lems which the Olympic Commit: 
tee itself was powerless to antici- 
pate. He answered specially her 
question as to why, knowing of her 
past performances and her admis- 
sion that she liked a gay life, she 
wasn't disbarred from getting on 
the boat.

Mrs. Jarrett spent another day 
answering long-distance telephone 
calls, receiving cablegrams from al} 
parts of the world and weighing 
offers which included a proposition 
to report the Olympic Games for an 
American syndicate and another to 
take part in a British motion pic- 
ture. 

She insisted she doesn’t want to 
turn professional, for the time be- 
ing at least, or otherwise do any- 
thing that would jeopardize fier 
amateur standing. 

Athletes Eager for the Gun. 

The general attitude among 
American bystanders, while appar- 
ently sympathetic, was they had 
heard enough of the “Jarrett case” 
and felt the time had arrived to 
concentrate on Olympic sports in- 
stead of internal squabbles. The 
athletes were too busy getting or- 
ganized to waste much time on fur- 
ther sympathy for their former 
mate.

But after the team returned 
home, months ater, through 
some source not revealed to the 
public, it developed that Thorpe, 
then a student at the Carlisle In- 
dian School, had played profes- 
sional ‘baseball on a minor league 
club— Winston-Salem , is our rec- 
ollection—and thereby profession- 
alized himself, prior to entering 
the Olympic Games. 

Although summer baseball was 
a common practice in those days 
and notwithstanding the fact that 
professionalization in baseball 
could not possibly have any bear- 
ing on his track and field status, 
the charges agaisnt Thorpe were 
taken up by the A. A. U. and, aft- 
er a hearing, he was decided to 
have disqualified himself before 
entering the Olympic Games. 

The upshot of this was that 
Thorpe’s titles were stripped from 
him and he was compelled to re- 
turn all the splendid trophies of 
his Olympic success. 

These were turned over to the 
man who finished second. He re- 
fused to accept them, saying that 
no matter what the American 
Committee thought, about Thorpe, 
he knew the American was the 
better man. 

Still, in the record books today, 
there is no mention of James 
Thorpe, winner of the decathlon 
of 1912. 

This is one of the rare cases in 
history where drastic punishment 
has been handed out for a con- 
ventional] athletic offense. The 
first big one was when the A. A. 
U. expunged forever from the rec- 
ords the name of the first man 
to run 100 yards in 93-5 seconds, 
Arthur Duffey. 

Today, far more 
fenses are committed and con- 
doned by amateur authorities. 
And yet no move to restore to the 
record books the remarkable 
feats of Thorpe and Duffey has

It was one of those psychological 
moves on the part of Rippy’s 
friends, but it didn’t work. Pat- 
rick responded by leaving the 
Washington Ripper enough open- 
ings almost to square the match 
and then jarred him into defeat 
with methodical and steady par 
golf at the finish. 

The two, strikingly alike in their 
tall, angular appearance, waged a 
spirited duel all day over the 
wooded vales of Beth Page State 
Park's blue course until the final 
crusher was applied by the movie 
man on his faltering opponent.

LOANS PRIVATELY MADE 


Mortgage Bankers’ Association 
of America Gives Result of 
Poll of Members. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, July 25.—Despite the 
increased activities of the Federal! 
Housing Administration, the private 
mortgage lenders over the country 
are continuing to make the bulk of 
the loans, according to a poll of 
members of the Mortgage Bankers 


Association of America, results of 
which were made public tday. 

In commenting on the poll, L. A. 
McLean, president, said: 
“It would appear from our re- 
ports that FHA will not make more 
than 10 per cent of the total 
amount of mortgages this year. 
Our report showed that in 29 prin- 
cipal cities, in all of which the 
Government agency's lenders were 
active, FHA accounted for 24.4 per 


cent of the total in the first six 
months this year while private 
lenders made 75.6 per cent of the 
total. With this as a base for the 
entire country and keeping in mind 
that there are thousands of com- 
munities over the land where FHA 
lenders are not active but where 
private institutions are making 
loans daily, it would appear that 
FHA’s total for the year certainly 
will not exceed 10 per cent. This 
is about the same proportion of 
the total amount of urban mort- 
gages made by FHA last year ac- 
cording to the best information.”

CONSTRUCTION 
IN JUNE SHOWS 
BIG INCREASE 


Permit \ Values During 
Month 34 Per Cent 
Greater Than in May, VU. 
S. Bureau of Labor Re- 


ports. 


Building activity, as measured by 
the value of permits issued, showed 
a decided increase in June, accord- 
ing to a report made to Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins by Com- 
missioner Lubin, of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, today (Saturday). 
“The value of building construction 
for which permits were issued dur- 
ing June was 3% per cent greater 
than in May,” the report stated. 
“This is especially significant since 
in five of the past seven years 
building permit valuations have 
been lower in June than in May. 

“The increase in June of this 
year was widespread, eight of the 
nine geographic divisions showing 
gains. The gain in_ residential 
building was especially pronounced, 
Reports from 1362 identical cities 
show an increase of 45 per cent in 
the value of residential buildings, 
an increase of 41 per cent in the 
value of nonresidential buildings, 
and an increase of 7 per cent in the 
value of additions, alterations and 
repairs to existing structures. 

“Compared with a year ago, June 
building activity showed an even 
more pronounced increase. The 
value of residential buildings as 
measured by permits issued in June 
1936 showed a gain of $39,800,000, 
or 142 per cent, over the correspond- 
ing month of 1935. Indicated ex- 
penditures for new nonresidential 
buildings increased $21,000,000, or 
81 per cent, and the permit valua- 
tion of additions, alterations, and 
repairs increased more than $9,000,- 
000, or 52 per cent. The increase 
in the value of all construction 
amounted to approximately $71,000,- 
000, or 97 per cent. 

Six Months Permits $610,000,000. 

“During. the first six months of 
1936 permits were issued for build- 
ings valued at nearly $610,000,000. 
This is an increase of 76 per cent 
over the corresponding period of 
1935. Over the same period, the 
value of new residential buildings 
increased 121 per cent, the value 
of new nonresidential buildings ad- 
vanced 69 per cent, and the value 
of additions, alterations, and repairs 
increased 34 per cent.”

BUILDING REACHES BILLION 
MARK IN FIRST HALF OF YEAR 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, July 25.—Building ac- 
tivity reached the billion-dollar 


mark in the United States the first 
half of 1936, a survey disclosed to- 
day. It was the highest in five 
years. 

Dollar valuation of residential 
and industrial construction and al- 
teration work in 44 states increased 
85 per cent over that of the corre- 
sponding 1935 period, according to 
a compilation of the National Asso- 
ciation of Building Trades Employ- 
ers. Construction totals reached a 
dollar value of $1,345,768,953, com- 
pared with $758,748,922 the first six 
months last year. 

Construction activities were said 
to now approximate 25 per cent of 
the 1929 yardstick.

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Ventilating Fan in 
' Attic.an Aid to 
Summer Cooling 


The value of the good, old-fash- 
standpoint of summer cooling, 
one that present-day architects are 
not overlooking. Even the most 
modern house in which the filat- 
topped roof is stressed has been 
found to improve greatly with an 
attic or air space of some kind 
which can be used for the installa. 
tion of a ventilating fan. 

A considerable degree of summer 
comfort may be achieved by the 
installation of an attic ventilating 
fan. This type of fan is of large 
capacity and should be so located 
that it may have a free discharge 
to the outdoors and is easily ac- 
cessible for occasional oiling and 
attention. It is necessary that am- 
ple provision for air circulation 
within the house be made by leav- 
ing doors open and opening to full 
capacity the stairway or scuttle in- 
to the attic. 

. x « 

For best results the fan should 
be used principally at night, with 
enough windows open on each floor 
to insure a iarge supply of cool 
night air. Ordinarily the attic ven- 
tilating fan is so arranged that it 
sucks this cool night air from the 
various rooms and discharges it 
through louvered openings from 
the attic to the outside. This cycle 
of operation supplies large quan- 
tities of cool night air through 
the house and tends to absorb and 
carry away the heat which has 
been taken up by the materials cf 
the house during the daytime, thus 
when morning comes the windows 
of the house should be closed and 
the fan turned off so that the day 
is begun with the house full of cool 
night air.

For greatest efficiency it is, =f 
course, advisable to equip the win- 
dows of the house with awnings or 
shades or venetian blinds, painted 
on the outside with aluminum 
paint, thus excluding the heat cf 
the sun for as much of the day as 
When the house is equip- 
ped with a basement, it is advisable 


to provide a fresh-air intake to/ 


the basement so that several times 


. during the day the basement door 


to the interior of the house may 
be thrown open and the attic ven- 
tilating fan turned on so that the 
cool air from the basement is 
drawn up into the living quarters 
of the house and the heated air 


. discharged out through the attic. 


Of course, the fan should only run 


_for a short period, so that the cool 


basement air is not wasted. This 
procedure may be repeated several 
times a day, depending upon the 
basement.

Where the budget does not admit 
of a ventilating fan a_ certain 
amount of night cooling may pe 


"achieved by opening the scuttle or 


attic door at night. The louvres 
or windows in the attic space cre- 
“chimney draft,” which is 
natural ventilating, and draw the 
warm air from the house out 
through the openings and the cool- 
er night air sweeps in. While ven- 
tilation of this kind is not as sat 
isfactory as the forced ventilation 
with the fan some degree of com- 
fort can be gained in the extremely 
hot nights.

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OR dignified and thoughtful liv- 
Fins very few architectural styles 

approach the English with its 
half timber construction. It is true 
that the white face Colonial is the 
heritage of the American people 
and expresses the more simple pio- 
neer spirit, but English architec- 
ture is the more gracious overtone 
of this same spirit. Besides, it fits 
into the Missouri landscape very 
well. 

The house shown here is a very 
good example of fine English archi- 
tecture with half timber construc- 
tion. Everything about it points to 
its being a good, substantial and 
satisfactory house for a long time 
to come. The construction is solid 
and only the best materials have 
gone into it. 

The colors for the exterior have 
been well chosen. Soft dull red 
sand molded bricks were’ used for 
the exterior-construction with an 
occasional lighter tone to give the

A new fashion season means a 
new brainstorm for the experts 
who must name the featured hues 
in women’s attire.

F you have a suspicion that your 
flower beds don’t quite do honor to 
your garden, take out pencil and paper 
and plan for some that will next year. 
There are many questions to consider— 
shape, size, point of view, accent and ef- 
fect on the observer from the house. 
Patterned beds are interesting to exam- 
ine because optical illusions and forshort- 


ening result in beds very different from 
the plan actually laid out on the ground. 


The variations the eye makes of planes 
on the ground can be used to advantage 
in a small garden to increase its appar- 
A group of beds 
forming an exact square on the ground 
will look oblong and wider than deep in 
the garden when observed from a point 
This type of garden ar- 
rangement will be excellent for a long 
narrow space as it will give width and 
seem to bring the extremity nearer to the 
This is even more evident 
when some terminal feature such as a 
bird bath, sun dial, pool, piece of stat- 
uary or pergola is used at the far end 
Axes are the straight 
lines of views through a' garden and are 
usually marked by paths and accented by 
some garden feature or planting. 
Circular segment beds forming a true 
circle on the ground will be foreshortened 
or flattened to an ellipse when observed 
This, too, will 
breadth rather than length to a garden.

Omelet a la Creole

from the edge. Turn over edges 
while center is still soft as it must 
not be over cooked. Slide onto plat- 
ter, cover with sauce and serve im- 
mediately. 


Creole Sauce 

Open a large can of tomatoes and 
press through a sieve. Chop one 
large onion and saute in butter with 
one-half pound of sliced mushrooms 
and one-half cup of cut-up celery. 
Add to the tomatoes and let stew 
slowly for 30 minutes, adding a 
pinch of sugar, a pinch of soda, 
salt, pepper and a dash of cayenne. 
Pour between and over omelet. 


Oatmeal Muffins 

One and a half cups of scalded 
milk 

One cup of cooked oatmeal 

Two whole eggs 

One tablespoon of melted butter 

One-third cup of sifted flour 

Two rounded teaspoons of baking 
powder 

One-half teaspoon of salt 

Two t®aspoons sugar 

Combine the sifted ingredients 
with the milk, egg and oatmeal and 
beat well.

There's Nothing Better Than a Good Melon Nor 
Worse Than an Unripe One. Here Are Tests 
For Choosing Them; New Recipes. 


By CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


haunting something hard to detect 

from a melon’s outside. It is found 
only in melons tender, fleshed with rich 
pulp, fine-fibered, thick-meated and sweet. 
Such melons carry also that nameless 
tang which keeps the sweetness from be- 
ing too buttery, too cloying in the roof of 
the mouth. It is qualities such as these 
that the shopper is searching after when 
she goes prodding and tapping and snif- 
fing among the green and gold globes on 
the market stands. 

Yet seldom does she find all these 
matchless virtues in a single choice. Too 
often she discovers, instead, that to be 
fooled by a melon is the easiest thing on 
earth. But there are rules to guide one 
in picking the cream of the crop, those 
melons spicy and sweet from seed cave to 
rind. 

If a melon isn’t ripe, it is beyond all ques- 
tion worthless eating. The best test for 
the ripeness of a watermelon is to plug 
it and take a bite. Not a practical plan

from the merchant’s point of view. Thump 
and listen is the second best test. As the 
old Negro mammy said: “You thump 
‘em and if they goes ‘plink’ they’s green 
and if they goes ‘plunk’ they’s ripe.” And 
so it is. A ripe melon emits a muffled 
sound; the green, a sharp metallic ring. 


There are other outside indications as 
to the state of a melon’s heart. Melons of 
pale yéllow or ivory color on the under 
side, with a faint yellowish tinge on top 
are nearest to perfection. Some water- 
melons, exhibiting a more interesting ap- 
pearance, show a mottled design. This 
does not affect the ripeness. 


In stores where parts of melon are sold, 
choose sections with bright red flesh, 
crisp and juicy well out to the rind, Un- 
der-ripe melons show flesh that is pale 
pink and have what country people term 
a “skimmed milk look.” Overripe speci- 
mens are of almost ‘mealy texture; the 
heart is often split away from the seedy 
part. The rind of an overripe melon has 
a dull, dead appearance, with a mottling 
over the green. From now on, through 
the season, keep a weather eye out for 
these duds. 

In choosing cantaloupes, select the 
large, well-shaped ones, heavy in the 
hand. Even though the large cantaloupe 
costs a trifle more, it is invariably a bet- 
ter buy. Small ones are often from a dis- 
eased or dead vine. Steer away from 
melons of grotesque shapes. They may 
be heavy and well ripened, but almost 
never are they up to par in taste. Choose 
heavily netted melons, with the criss-cross 
veins standing out like whip cord. Don't 
trust those with smooth scalps—not if 
they belong to a heavily netted variety, 
for then their flavor is usually without 
character, too bland. 


Mature, perfectly ripened melons have a 
golden, rather green, ground under the 
netting, and give up a poignant aroma 
from their sugary flesh. Lightly press 
the stem ends and sides. If these give, 
but aren't too soft, the melon is ripe. But 
dont mistake a melon bruised by too 
Many pressings for a mellow one—a mis-

take that is easily made in large markets, 
where many shoppers hourly investigate 
the melon pile, Conscientiously reject all 
cantaloupes having the entire stem at- 
tached. These are picked too soon and 
will never have full sweetness, even when 
ripe. 

Good melons are of many varieties: 
pink, salmon, green-fleshed, but their col- 
oring has little bearing on their quality. 
At its best one melon varies quite subtly 
from the next; and in most recipes, one 
may be substituted for another with a 
noticeably distinctive difference in flavor. 

Not so long ago, muskmelons and wa- 
termelons were the only melons known 
except in sea coast towns to which varie- 
ties were transported from the tropical 
climates of their origin. But in this age 
of modern refrigeration and high-speed 
transportation, all America is familiar 
with a miscellaney of melon types. Pro- 
ducers, seeing the strange melons of 
other lands, developed similar kinds. 
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handsome and varied company of 

melons has appeared in the market 
place. And what poetry has gone into 
their names—from the Kleckley sweet 
honey ball, that little globular sugar fac- 
tory that first came out of the Lone Star 
State. The melons to look for in the 
markets now are watermelons, muskmel- 
lins, cantaloupes, the honeydews, the 
honeyballs, thfe Globo de Oro, a new ar- 
rival this spring. 

The Golden Honeydew has a golden 
rind with a pale green flesh and an aroma 
of flower-like delicacy. It is a beautiful 
melon to serve. 

The honeyball is a Texas melon, claimed 
to be a cross between the honeydew and 
the Texas Cannon Ball. It is smaller and 
earlier than the honeydew, more tender in 
texture, with a rind of the palest yellow, 
slightly netted but without ribs and round 
as a baseball. Serve it in the same way 
as you would the honeydews. 

Melons, te be the best, must be chilled. 
Don't cut them until time to serve, then

scrape out the seeds with care. The choic- 
est pulp surrounds the seeds and part 
of the delicate melon flavor is lost if this 
portion is removed, Never fill the center 
of a melon with cracked ice; it only 
bruises the flesh and dilutes the flavor 
and never chills the melon through. 

“Chill, cut and serve” is a recipe that 
goes for any fragrant melon ripened on 
the vine and tasting of the sun. Yet 
there are innumerable other ways to serve 
the melon family. Try them as an ap- 
petizer, eat them in a sandwich, a salad, 
a pudding, a pie. Crushed pulp of mel- 
on is smooth and fragrant in ice cream, 
an ice, a mousse or a whip. 
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of the melon into balls with a French 

vegetable cutter. These cutters come in 
graduated sizes, so that you can cut the 
melon into big and little balls to make it 
look more intriguing in the cup. If you 
haven't a cutter dice into neat cubes— 
not so eye appealing but the taste is the 
same. 

Melons for the opening course may ap- 
péar alone or in combination with other 
members of their kind. Serve balls of 
golden cantaloupe with the cool green of 
honeydew and the ruby heart of water- 
melon. Allow for each portion a table- 
spoon of fruit syrup; strawberry, raspber- 
ry or orange is a satisfactory choice. Mel- 
on in fruit cup with pears, peaches, 
grapes, raspberries, pineapple, oranges, 
banana, almost any fruit in season fla- 
vored with lime or grapefruit juice is re- 
freshing if well chilled. 

Cuts from melons are also suited to sal- 
ads. Cut melon halves into open or han- 
died baskets to serve filled with ice cream 
whipped creams, or cut fruit, plain or in 
gelatin. Cantaloupe a la mode is an all- 
round American favorite. Duplicate if you 
can the cool delicacy of cantaloupe ring 
mounded with the pale green of lime sher- 
bet. Here we give five new melon recipes, 
tested this month in the Home Institute 
kitchen: 


Golden Honeydew Appetizer 


One Golden Honeydew melon 

One package strawberry-flavored pre- 
pared gelatin 

Water 

One and one-half cups strawberries, cut 
in rings 

Grated rind of one lemon 

Mint 

Cut one end from melon. Then cut 
crosswise into four equal rings, removing 
seeds, Dissolve gelatin in water accord- 
ing to instructions on package. Chill until 
it begins to thicken.

Watermelon Lemonade 


One-half cup granulated sugar 

One-fourth cup boiling water 

One cup watermelon, finely chopped 

I cup lemon juice 

One quart carbonated water 

Crushed ice 

Mint 

Dissolve sugar in boiling water. Put 
watermelon pulp through fine sieve, com- 
bine with lemon juice and add to sugar 
syrup. Chill thoroughly. At serving time, 
add carbonated water and pour into tall 
glasses, one-fourth filled with crushed ice.

Cantaloupe Berry Pie 


Two cups cantaloupe, diced 

One cup red raspberries 

Juice of one-half lime 

One package orange-flavored prepared 
gelatin 

Water 

One baked pastry shell 

One cup whipping cream 

One tablespoon powdered sugar 

Combine cantaloupe, raspberries and 
lime juice. Dissolve gelatin in water ac- 
cording to directions on package. Chill 
until it begins to thicken. Fold in fruit. 
Pour into pastry shell and place in re- 
frigerator until set. Whip cream until 
it begins to thicken and hold its shape. 
Fold in sugar. Pile on pie just before 
serving. This recipe yields one (nine- 
inch) pie. 


Cherry Turnovers 


Make a rich pastry and roll out to 
one-half inch thickness. Cut in rounds 
about four inches across. In the center 
of each place one-half cup stoned tart 
cherries mixed with two tablespoons su- 
gar and one-half teaspoon lemon juice. 
Fold over edges and press together with 
white of egg. Sprinkle a little cinnamon 
and granulated sugar on the top of each 
and bake in a moderate oven until a 
delicate brown. 


Cherry Roly Poly 


Make a baking powder biscuit dough 
and roll it out one-half inch thick. Spread 
thickly with pitted pie cherries and 
sprinkle sugar and cinnamon over them. 
Roll as for jelly roll and press the ends 
together firmly to prevent the juice es- 
caping. Either bake on a pie tin in the 
oven or tie in a cloth, leaving room for 
expansion, place on a plate, cover and 
set over a kettle of hot water in a steam- 
er for one-and-one-half hours.

I have had this dog since he was 
6 weeks old, and until two months 
ago my mother was at home with 
him, but I am alone now and I 
would greatly appreciate any sug- 
gestion you might have that would 
help me in correcting him of this 
annoying habit. 
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Answer: Your chow has a habit 
of six years’ standing that you wish 
to break. It is a task to break any 
habit, but one allowed to continue 
as long as six years, is nearly im- 
possible to break. 

If you can think of something 
that annoys him and have this done 
while you are out it might distract 
him so that he would connect it 
with his whining and barking and 
quit it. 

You cannot reason with a dog 
because they do not understand 
words.

“German Jewish” stamps, as 
pictured here, in Germany today, 
one of the many private local- 
post stamps, and certainly it 
would not be allowed to pass 
through any Nazi postoffice. The 
stamp bears at the top the in- 
scription in Hebrew “L’shanah 
fobah,” the equivalent of 
“Happy New Year!” Literally 
the words mean “For a good 
year.” At the sides are the Ger- 
man words Stadtbrief (city post) 
and Befoerderung (messages). 
The red figures in the center are 
the date of the year of issue 
5858, or according to our system, 
1898, the Jewish calendar dating 
traditionally from the Creation.

Heavy fur trimming is due to 
appear again on autumn coats and 
suits, not as collars but in the 
form of cuffs.

And what happened? War?

Hitler’s calculation that the 
forces making for peace were 
overwhelming carried him through 
defiances, compared to which 
Mussolini's were friendly badin- 
age. 

And we only said: 

“Oh dear! This means war in 
five years.” 

Why is it we cannot keep our 
heads? It is easy to say we have 
no heads to keep. But that reply 
will not wash. There are plenty 
of bright people among us to 
whom all this war panic is a de- 
lirium that hasn’t even the ex- 
cuse of being delirium tremens. 
Why does the Government ignore 
them and accept the ravings of 
the rest as public opinion? 

I think it must be because the 
Cabinet ministers now think of 
everything in terms of Hollywood 
pictures. When my mind was 
formed there were no pictures. 
Mine is a ready money, bread and 
butter mind. Germany and Italy 
are not to me infernal regions 
controlled by demon dictators. 

But let’s come back to’ the im- 
mediate question. Is the likeli- 
hood of another war so strong as 
to be for all practical purposes an 
inevitability? 


Little Danger of War. 

I suggest that its unlikelihood 
is so strong as to constitute an 
impossibility, When I was young 
governments could make war and 
keep out of harp.’s way. 

Women, »n whose safety the ex- 
istence of the community depend- 
ed, were carefully kept in safety 
while men of the special and 
highly dispensable sort, mostly 
the refuse of civilization, did the 
fighting. And we in England, be- 
hind our strip of sea, were all safe 
so long as we steadily refused to 
let anyone bore a channel tunnel. 

Now it is quite another pair of 
shoes. Let the British Cabinet 
declare war at noon tomorrow and 
before afternoon tea reaches the 
table our rulers will be personally 
gassed, roasted, dismembered, and 
cremated without benefit of cler- 
gy.

PARIS, July 20. 

HE program of _§ far-reaching reforms 
T wrnicn the Popular Front has_ driven 

through Parliament with giddy speed 
since it came into power on June 4 is nick- 
named here “le new deal,’’ while Premier 
Blum’s policies are commonly labeled ‘‘de 
faire rooseveltisme.”’ 

It may interest American readers to ex- 
amine the distinctions of constitutional form 
which have enabled the new Marxist Govern- 
ment, without violation of law, to institute 
fundamental changes in the relations of cap- 
ital and labor—an enterpr se which the Su- 
preme Court, in a string »%f decisions, has 
forbidden to the national executive and leg- 
islative branches of the United States, except 
ineffectually and upon a minute scale, as the 
incidental or secondary result of the exercise 
of some other power. 

“One will believe me,” recently ‘observed 
Leon Blum, that well-tailored sophisticate 
who habitually wears spats, “if I say that I 
am a good Democrat.” But to the French 
mind, which recoils from no logical extreme, 
the sense of the word “democracy” would be 
incomplete if its scope were limited to mere 
political and civil privileges, such as freedom 
of ballot, speech or assembly. Is there not 
also the. field of economic activity; and is 
not starvation at least as burning an issue 
as exclusion from universal suffrage? No 
opposition journal, however malcontent, has 
thus far raised a question as to the power 
and duty of the French Government to con- 
cern itself authoritatively with the opportuni- 
ties provided for its citizens to earn a liy- 
ing. 

Popular Front’s Advantage 

Over the Roosevelt New Deal. 


The Popular Front began with this cardi- 
nal advantage over the New Deal—that the 
French people accept as a matter of course 
the principle of an omnipotent central gov- 
ernment to which they have been inured by 
centuries of absolute monarchy and empire. 
M. Blum himself has candidly defined the 
French Prime Minister as a monarch—‘a 
monarch whose lines of action have been 
traced in advance, a monarch temporary and 
constantly subject to recall; but one who, 
so long as the confidence of Parliament gives 


him life, is invested with the totality of ex- 


ecutive power, collecting and embodying in 
himself all the vital forces of the nation.” 

Among the numerous anomalies perceptible 
to an American in the French Constitution 
is the circumstance that neither the func- 
tions nor even the title of this “‘monarch,”’ 
whose official designation is president of the 
Council of Ministers, are so much as men- 
tioned in that terse and matter-of-fact docu- 
ment. Moreover, the office of Premier, the 
actual ruler of France, is not elective but ap- 
pointive. He is named by the President of 
the Republic, and may be in theory any citi- 
zen of the country. In practice he is always 
a member of Parliament who can muster, or 
fancies he can muster, a majority of votes 
in the Chamber of Deputies. The Prime Min- 
ister, unlike the American President, is by 
no means assured of a four-year term. 
Should either of M. Blum’s allies, the Com- 
munists on the left or the Radicals on the 
right, desert him tomorrow on even a minor 
point of policy, he would forfeit his majority 
and drop from power on the instant.

In addition, 
the President of the Republic is unable to ex- 
ert a check upon the will of the Prime Min- 
ister and the parliamentary majority. The 
founders of the Third Republic took such 
care to create ‘‘a vacancy of power in the 
executive’ that the titular head of the State 
cannot interpose a veto upon an ordinance 
enacted by Parliament. Finally, although it 
is not strictly accurate to assert that there 
exists in France no magisterial review of leg- 
islation, the fact remains that, broadly speak- 
ing, this country possesses no Supreme Court, 
in the American sense of the word. 


The French Courts 


of Final Resort. 

The functions of that august American 
body, as an appellate tribunal, are divided 
here between two benches of magistrates. 
The Cour de Cassation has supreme jurisdic- 
tion in civil and criminal suits; before it, for 
instance, would have been carried the Haupt- 
mann appeal. The Conseil d’Etat, the sec- 
ond court of final resort, possesses a  iual 
capacity. In one phase it serves as legal ad- 
viser to the Ministry. Either before or after 
a law is passed, it may—and in many cases 
must—be submitted to this assembly of ex- 
pert jurisconsults for information as to its 
legality and correctness of phrase. The court 
does not busy itself with the general princi- 
ples of the proposed ordinance, but only with 
its precision of form and technical compliance 
with the Constitution and positive law.

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CIVIL WAR IN SPAIN. 

More bloodshed is marking the troubled history of 
the Spanish Republic. Since King Alfonso fled, five 
years ago, a prolonged’ series of riots, plots and re- 
volta has occurred. The Government has been forced 
to meet assaults from both extreme Right and ex- 
treme Left. Two years ago, a sanguinary outbreak 
of radicals occurred, which was put down only after 
more than 3500 lives had been lost. The present re- 
volt, which has attained the proportions and the 
horrors of a civil war, comes from the opposite direc- 
tion, the reactionary Right. It originated in the army 
forces in Morocco, and soon spread over most of 
Spain, even to the very gates of Madrid. 

Previous to the revolution, the army was the main- 
stay of the monarchy. After the revolution, the army 
remained a stronghold of anti-republican sentiment, 
despite the steps taken by the new Government to sup- 
plant Rightist officers with men of proved loyalty. 
The housecleaning was not sufficiently thorough, and 
the Government finds itself endangered today by the 
forces of monarchism and Fascism, of which the lat- 
ter is predominant. The rebels, in what Premier 
Pereira calls “the most formidable military revolt in 
the history of Spain,” have won control of about half 
the country. 

Several months ago, the army issued a virtual ulti- 

matum to the effect that it would seize power if the 
Government did not take more effective action to put 
down the constant disorders. This was followed by 
a period of comparative calm as the Government took 
more drastic action, but in later weeks strife was 
renewed, It has been the Government’s difficult 
task to restrain its more radica] followers, who in- 
dulge in church-burning and other forms of violence, 
while seeking to preserve its existence against the 
threat of a military coup. 
The Government’s first line of defense is the great 
popular sentiment against Fascism. Not only the 
radicals but Spanish moderates as well support the 
Government in this emergency. But whether the 
Government can command enough troops to put down 
the army revolt remains to be seen. To fill the ranks 
depleted by the disaffected military, the Government 
has armed thousands of young workers who support 
its cause. These men, though little schooled in mili- 
tary science, are spurred on by their hatred of Fasc- 
sm. 

The rebels’ leadership, on the other hand, has been 
weakened by recent losses. Jose Calvo Sotelo, the 
monarchist leader, was assassinated recently, an event 
that did much to precipitate the present outbreak. 
Gen. Jose Sanjurjo, leader of a previous conservative 
revolt, was killed in an airplane accident last 
week. Gil Robles, the conservative chief, is in ex- 
ile. Gen. Francisco Franco, head of the present re- 
bellion, is untested in movements of the large size he 
has now undertaken. 

Spain is a nation that emerged virtually overnight 
from feudalism and sought to become a democracy.

Exemption of governmental securities from taxes checks flow of savings into private 
enterprise, a process on which capitalism depends, says writer in financial journal;

is 5 per cent and on tax-free securities 2% 
per cent, The buyer of the 5 per cent re- 
turn has all the hazards of private invest- 
ment, including the possibility of govern- 
mental competition with 2% per cent money. 
But his 5 per cent return is not net—not at 
all. He must pay state taxes and ,income 
taxes, This may bring his return down to 
2% per cent. In this case, he takes the ad- 
ditional risk for no additional net return. 

Prodded by local, state and Federal tax 
collectors, the individual investor has begun 
to understand his position. Individual inves- 
tors are rapidly becoming conscious of these 
burdens, and many are buying tax-free se- 
curities. Others are buying annuities, thrift 
contracts and various types of guaranteed- 
income insurance, 

Of course, when insurance or annuities 
are purchased, the money goes into senior 
securities. That does not help the capitalis- 
tic system where aid is necessary. The need 
is to develop interest by the investor in the 
junior or equity securities of private busi- 
ness. For example; the railroads do not need 
senior capital—they need equity money, 
which is precisely what they cannot get. Yet 
this problem must be solved promptly if the 
railroads are to remain privately owned. 

* a > 


Another problem developed by the growth 
of “tax-exempts” has not received the atten- 
tion it deserves. The Government has loudly 
stated its desire to protect the small investor. 
However, the system of tax-free investments 
has worked against the small investor. 

There is the small investor to whom the 
largest possible income is essential. His 
numbers are legion. He can buy private tax- 
able investments yielding 5 per cent and 
take the risk, or tax-free investments yield- 
ing 2% per cent. Having a small income, the 
tax-free feature is of little or no importance 
to this investor, but safety is. However, he 
needs the most income he can get, but be- 
cause of the demand among large investors 
for tax-free paper, the yield on it is only 2% 
per cent. This is too low for the investor of 
moderate means, particularly as the tax-ex- 
emption feature is of no help to him, so he 
buys the private security yielding 5 per cent 
and takes the risk involved. Yet he is the 
investor who should be buying the safest se- 
curities. 

On the other hand, the large investor, who 
can well afford to take some risk, will not 
buy the private investment because after 


paying taxes his yield is only 2% per cent 


anyway. The small investor, over whom the 
Government professes a great concern, has 
bought the risky investment. The large in- 
vestor, who is both more able to invest in- 
telligentiy and also can afford to take risks, 
buys relatively safe, tax-free investments at 
the low return. If municipal and Govern- 
ment bonds were all taxable, the yield would 
probably be 4 per cent. At least this figure

may be used for illustration. Then the small 
investor could, and would, give them consid- 
eration, for he would be able to get their 
safety and better return. 

But of more importance to the capitalistic 
system would be the effect on the larger in- 
vestor, both individual and institutional. The 
wealthy buyer could go on buying govern- 
mental and municipal paper. However, 
from a yield of 4 per cent he would have 
to deduct taxes, so his actual return would 
approach zero. In this event, what would 
happen? He would begin to look around 
for private investments yielding him a high- 
er return, so that after paying taxes there 
would be a worthwhile net return. This 
would re-stimulate the interest of the larger 
investors in enterprise, with a corresponding 
stimulus to the whole system of capitalism. 

One of the indirect effects of the elimina- 
tion of tax-free bonds is also worth some 
thought. If the rate for public borrowing 
went up, the attitude of the taxpayers to- 
ward new public enterprises would uncon- 
sciously change. The old bait of cheaper 
money as an excuse for the Government go- 
ing into private business would begin to lose 
its flavor. Also, the Government would have 
to compete with private enterprise on some- 
thing approaching equal terms. 


Any legislation which would have for its 
purpose elimination of tax-free bonds would 
do only half the job unless it went further 
and covered the whole problem. To make 
the program a sound one, such legislation 
would provide for the taxation, with only 
the exemptions granted the privately em- 
ployed citizen, of all salaries and other com- 
pensations paid to employes of national, 
state and local governments) While such a 
proposal may sound audacious, it has so 
many things in its favor that it is surprising 
that such action has not been taken sooner. 
The big objection is probably because of the 
duplication of effort; namely, collecting 
taxes from and then distributing the money 
again to employes in salaries. 

There are many strong arguments in favor 
of taxing all government salary payments. 
In the first place, it would broaden the tax 
base and tap a most logical new source of 
revenue. Most of those on the public pay- 
roll have social security and regularity of 
income without a parallel in private business. 
What could be more logical than that they 
should pay their full share of the cost of 
maintaining government? 

Secondly, it would convey to those on the 
public payroll a more realistic conception of 
the tax problem. That, in itself, might be 
beneficial enough to justify the change. If 
each time those in the public employ voted 
to spend money, they knew that their own 
pocketbooks would be affected, a consider- 
able barrier against excessive expenditures 
would arise. With all the office-holding poli- 
ticians paying income taxes, personal prop- 
erty taxes, etc., they would have a new and 
greater understanding of tax burdens.

As to music, the B. B. C. believes 
that it is the biggest employer of 
a permanent staff of musicians in 
the world, having a total of 423 on 
its staff. These are divided as fol- 
lows: 

Symphony orchestra, 119; dance 
band, 27; variety orchestra, 16; the- 
ater orchestra, 27; empire orchestra 
(broadcasting mostly at night and 
in the early morning hours), 22; 
military band, 37; and orchestras in 
Birmingham, Manchester, Edir- 
burgh, Belfast and Cardiff, 35 each. 

There are four main daily news 
broadcasts totaling a period of 65 
minutes at 6 to 6:15 p. m., 9 to 9:30 
p. m., 10 to 10:10 p. m., and 11:30 to 
11:40 p.m. The last two are dupli- 
Of course, at times of sueh 
national importance as the late 
King George’s illness and death, 
there are frequent extra news 
broadcasts. 

Function as Forum. 

The B. B. C. has its permanent 
headquarters news editorial staff of 
12 men, eight on home news and 
four on empire news. In addition, 
it employes news broadcasters and 
commentators for big sporting 


events such as major football and 
cricket matches, the Wimbledon 
tennis championships and important 
public meetings of the League Coun- 
cil and Assembly. But it receives 
most of its news from the four 
British news agencies. 

A good many of its topical and 
educational talks have a distinct 
news interest and might be well 
compared to “feature” or “situa- 
tion” stories in a newspaper. A fair 
amount of time on the air is devot- 
ed to talks on topics of national 
interest, and B. B. C. maintains 
that it tries to be fair and give all 
sides of a case. For example, when 
the Government of India bill was 
being debated in the House of 
Commons the B. B. C. invited rep- 
resentatives of all sections of opin- 
ion, both British and Indian, to 
broadcast their views, thus creating 
a sort of public forum on the issues 
involved. In the political section of 
its news broadcasts it tries to give 
as much time to the opposition as 
to the Government. 

Several years ago there was con- 
siderable criticism that the B. B. C. 
refused to allow speakers to broad- 
cast on what were called “contro- 
versial” topics—usually political or 
politico-economic subjects. Now, 
however, it pursues a much more 
liberal policy. The texts of all pro- 
jected talks have to be submitted 
in advance for B. B. C. approval. 
But the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent was told that such censorship as 
is exercised is concerned with the 
form of expression, rather than with 
subject matter. Mere invective and 
personal abuse, for instance, is 
barred. A very few “highly contro- 
versial” topics still are barred from 
the air, however, of which birth

Of the letters from foreign listen- 
ers, about 51 per cent, or 15,000, 
come from the United States.. 


Publishes Magazines, 
But the B. B. C. is a huge pub- 
lishing firm, as well as a broadcast- 
ing organization. It issues three 


weekly magazines. First and fore- 
most is “The Radio Times,” which 
publishes the official, copyright, 
daily broadcast programs. In addi- 
tion, it contains a number of ar- 
ticles, mostly original, of an infor- 
mative nature. Finally, it carries 
a high percentage of advertising. 
It has a guaranteed net circulation 
of 2,800,000 copies a week and fre- 
quently sells up to 3,000,000. Its 
gross advertising revenue is_ $5,- 
000,000 a year and its net profit 
around $2,000,000. 

Next, there is “World-Radio,” with 
a weekly circulation of 100,000. It 
contains the programs of all the 
foreign broadcasting stations, top- 
ical articles from its foreign cor- 
respondents and articles on radio of 
a technical or semi-technical na- 
ture, 

Third comes “The Listener,” with 
a circulation of 55,000 a week. This 
is an article magazine made up of 
talks which have been . broadcast. 
It appeals to the well-educated and 
serious-minded and has a strong 
empire flavor. Although not much 
of a money-maker, it is prized by 
the B. B. C. chiefs because of the 
influential quality of its circulation 
in Great Britain, the dominions and 
colonies and even in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Some idea of the financial mag- 
nitude of the B. B. C. can be realized 
from a glance at its condensed 
budg@t expenditures for 1935:

Its total revenue for that 
was £2,472,572, of which £2,038,000 
came from its share of license fees 
and the remainder, except for a 
small amount from the interest on 
invested funds, from profits from 
publications. 

Incidentally, the permanent staff 
of the.B. B. C., exclusive of the 
personnel of its orchestras and 
bands, totals 2500. 

Revenue From Licenses. 

The main revenue of the B. B. C. 
comes from its share of the annual 
license fee of 10 shillings ($2.50) 
which each owner of a receiving set 
pays to the postoffice. There are 
at present about 7,500,000 paid li- 
censes. The postoffice retains a 
proportion of these fees for the cost 
of collecting and administering the 
money and for certain technical 
services rendered to the B. B.C. A

CITY BUDGET DIRECTOR 
ON RELIEF PROBLEM 


Wants Politics Kept Out and 
Expenses Met From Cur- 
rent Revenue. 


Three fundamental principles 
which should be employed in deal- 
ing with the relief problem in the} 
future have been developed through 
meeting relief needs in the past, 
Budget Director Arthur C. Myers 
writes in the current issue of Mu- 
nicipal Finance, published by the 
Municipal Finance Officers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

The fundamentals on which all 
should be able to agree in the light 
of experience, Meyers says, are: 
Removal of relief from _ politics; 
meeting relief expenses from cur- 
rent revenues rather than from 
bond issues, and recognition of the 
inability of local governments and 
private charities to carry the bur- 
den. 

Local governments, Meyers points 
out, are the units of government 
least qualified to deal with the 
problems arising from a nationwide 
depression. 

“While I do not wish to be classed 
with’ groups who want to raid the 
Federal Treasury on every conceiv- 
able plan,” he writes, “I am sure it 
cannot be denied that relief in a 
depression of a kind through which 
we are now passing is too serious a 
situation to continue with no one 
able to say what constitutes Fed- 
eral responsibility and what consti- 
tutes state and local responsibility. 

“We must drive home to our- 
selves, to other public officials, and 
to the people, that we will be in the 
business of relief for a long time, 
and that relief must be taken off 
an emergency basis and put on a 
well planned long-term basis.”

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HAILED AS COMING 
DICTATOR OF FRANCE 


Jacques Doriot, 37, Mechanic, 
Advocates System of Strictly 
French Communism. 


By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, July 25.—A former Com- 
munist stump speaker who desert- 
ed Moscow, is hailed by many 
Frenchmen as the coming dictator 
of the Republic. 

Jacques Doriot, 37-year-old me- 


chanic, hopes to enlist millions un- 
der the banner of his French Peo- 
ple’s party by promising them the 
revolutionary benefits of Commu- 
nism salted with Nationalism. 

Many Frenchmen, including Gov- 
ernment officials, look wupon™Dor- 
iot’s scheme as the one most likely 
to succeed between the embittered 
forces of Moscow-loyal Communists 
and the so-called Fascist Leagues 
of the Right. 

His supporters declare he is trav- 
eling the same route that took 
Benito Mussolini from Socialism to 
Fascism and supreme dictatorship 
in Italy. 

Called Man of Destiny. 

The Italian newspaper, “Popolo di 
Roma,” called him “the man who 
is perhaps destined to guide’ the 
France of tomorrow.” 

Doriot, strapping, black-haired 
son of a blacksmith, was first elect- 
ed Communist Deputy in 1924 when 
he was 25 years old. For 10 years 
he was one of the leading militants 
of the party. 

In 1934 he resigned from the 
party, declaring allegiance to Mos- 
cow was out of keeping with the 
beliefs of “true Frenchmen.” The 
resignation, which earned him the 
undying hatred of former friends, 
came after a trip to Moscow. 

He announced later he had .al- 
ways put France first in his Com- 
munist work, comparing himself to 
Benito Mussolini when the future 
Duce fought in the streets of Italy 
to prevent the “imperialist” expedi- 
tion to Lizya. 

Doriot’s new party, only a few 
weeks old, is based on his own or- 
ganization in the Pagjis workers’ 
suburb of Saint Denis, of which he 
is Mayor. 

One of Greatest Speakers. 


He is acknowledged even by his 
enemies to be one of the greatest 
stump speakers in France. He is 
called by some diplomatic observ- 
ers the equal of Adolf Hitler. 

Doriot has mainly contented him- 
self with advocating a system of 
“strictly French Communism.” 

The Right press has been ex- 
tremely friendly toward Doriot. 
The “Echo de Paris,” long regarded 
as the organ of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Francois de la Rocque, chief of the 
Croix de Fue, called Doriot 
“dynamic.” 

“L’Ami du Peuple,” newspaper of 
the dissolved French Solidarity 
League, hailed Doriot in declaring 
the “grouping of Frenchmen out- 
side the old order of things is the 
order of the day.” 

The Comite Des Forges, organi- 
zation of the steel and armanents 
manufacturers, hated by the or- 
thodox Left, greeted Doriot in its 
publication as designed to turn the 
workers from the Leftist labor un- 
ions. 

A few days after that announce- 
ment appeared, Roger Salengro, 
Minister of the Interior, declared

SOUTH AMERICAN NATIONS 
COLD TO COMMUNISM 


Bolivia Cited as Instance in Its Out- 
lawing and Expulsion of 
Reds.

BUENOS AIRES, July 25.—Re- 
cent arrest of 19 alleged Commun- 
ist leaders in Buenos Aires and a 
police drive against so-called Ex- 
tremists in Brazil, are taken as 
further evidence that most South 
American governments are cool as 
ever toward Moscow. 

A decree by the Bolivian Military 
Government outlawing Communism 
in June, and expulsion of suspected 
Communists by the Paraguayan 
Military Government in May and 
June are cited to show how gen- 
eral is the South American drive. 

Sympathy of South American na- 
tions toward the Soviet Government 
has chilled since the alleged Com- 
munist uprising in Brazil last 
November, and Uruguay’s subse- 
quent severance of relations with 
the Soviet Union. Uruguay § had 


‘been the only South American na- 


tion to establish relations with the 
Soviet regime. 

Political sections of police de- 
partments watch suspected Com- 
munists in most South American 
countries, and the Buenos Aires de- 
partment has a special section “for 
repression of Communism.” 

Commenting on the new Soviet 
Constitution, the La Paz, Bolivia, 
newspaper Ultima Hora, said:

been an article of the Socialist 
credo, together with the abolition 
of the Presidency, which is ab- 
horred as a degrading relic of mon- 
archism. Either or both could be 
extirpated by amending the Consti- 
tution. But a master of politics or 
chess does not distract the grand 
purpose of his strategy by picking 
up random pieces of his opponent, 
however temptingly exposed. Pre- 
mier Blum can have little interest 
in abolishing a mere President, who 
cannot escape the necessity of sign- 
ing, promulgating and executing any 
law which the Parliament is pleased 
to enact. Years ago he expressed 
contempt for the veto power of the 
Senate, declaring that the upper 
house would never dare oppose the 
resolute will of the combined Min- 
istry and Chamber. The event has 
proved him correct. Why should he 
trouble himself to destroy a Senate 
which, terrified for its official life, 
adopted the 44-hour week by a vote 
of 182 to 84, and the project of col- 
lective bargaining by a majority of 
279 to 8? “I think no,” was the 
humiliating confession of Senator 
Caillaux, “but I vote yes.” 

Joint Session of Parliament 

Can Amend the Constitution. 

And should Premier Blum, in 
some unimaginable extremity, feel 
himself obliged to amend the 
French Constitution so as to remove 
an invincible obstable to his pro- 
gram, the undertaking would be one 
which President Roosevelt might 
well deem enviably facile. All that 
is required to revise the French 
Constitution is a majority vote in 
the Chamber and in the Senate, and 
then a majority vote of the mem- 
bership of both houses, sitting joint- 
ly, in what is known as the Na- 
tional Assembly. Theoretically, an 
amendment to the French Constitu- 
tion could be completed between 
dawn and dusk of the same day. 

The.eatch is that the sessions of 
the National Assembly, to be legal, 
must be held at Versailles; the 
process of amending the Constitu- 
tion is known, in political slang, as 
“going to Versailles.” The average 
Frenchman, notoriously static and 
home-keeping, detests travel. Hor- 
ror of this trip of two hours by 
train has contributed in no small 
degree to the fact that in 61 years, 
since foundation of the Third Re- 
public in 1875, the Parliament has 
on three occasions only “gone to 
Versailles.” The principal amen4- 
ments ordain that no member of a 
family which has ruled France. un- 
| der a@ monarchy shall be eligible 
to the Presidency, and that the 
|Republican form of government 
shall never be the subject of con- 
stitutional revision. Both amend 
ments could be repealed by the 
same process under which they 
were adopted. 

Blum Has Big Advantage in Sup- 
port of Union Labor. 

Premier Blum is further advan- 
taged by the practical solidarity 
which exists between the Popular 
Front and the Confederation Gen- 
erale du Travail, corresponding to 
the American Federation of La- 
bor. President Roosevelt, if simi- 
larly circumstanced, could hold 
constantly suspended above the 
heads of his foes the threat of that 
mortal weapon, the general strike. 
Unlike England, France has never 
had a Labor Party; and the C.G. 
T.—the alphabetical habit is spread- 
ing here—-refused M. Blum’s press- 
ing invitation to participate in his 
Ministry. Like the Communists, 
labor preferred to maintain its tra- 
ditional freedom of action. But for 
all effectual purposes, union labor 
has enlisted, to a degree hitherto 
unknown in France, as an arm of 
the present Government, to which 
it has formally pledged its sup- 
port, without reservation or stint, 
so long as it is faithful to the plat- 
form of the Popular Front. In re- 
turn, the Prime Minister stead- 
fastly refused to employ the police 
power to suppress the epidemic of 
strikes which beset his first weeks 
in office. He turned a deaf ear to 
associations of employers who 
complained that the occupation of 
factories and stores was illegal and 
violated the Matignon accord, un- 
der which the workers agreed not 
long ago to submit their grievances 
to arbitration. 

At the same time, evidence is not 
lacking that these widespread 
strikes, which at their climax mus- 
tered 1,500,000 demonstrators, 
caused grave concern both to the 
Government and to the Confedera- 
tion Generale du Travail. So far 
as the authority of the regularly 
constituted labor leaders was con- 
cerned, the uprising got largely out 
of hand. The new and startling 
technique of the strike, uniform 
from one end of France to the oth- 
er—the seizure of industrial and 
commercial plants by the workers, 
the ejection of the owners and 
their staffs of executives, and above 
all the iron discipline under which 
not a machine was sabotaged, not 
a costly and fragile article of trade 
was damaged or stolen, nor a hu- 
man life was endangered—all those, 
in general opinion, pointed inevita- 
bly to a central directing intelli- 
gence, some unnamed and mysteri- 
ous “minister of the masses,” who 
thus served warning upon the Gov- 
ernment that the Communist party, 
though forming a minority of only 
72 seats in the Popular Front, is a 
factor to be reckoned with in fear 
and trembling. 

Blum Firmly Opposed 

to Further Devaluation. 

Having concluded this aside, let 
us proceed to draw some additional 
contrasts between the policies of 
President Roosevelt and Premier 
Blum.

Its pre-election platform—of

merce, and a shorter week of work 
without reduction of pay; that it 
would establish a national fund 
for the relief of unemployment, and 
undertake on a grand scale a plan 
of public works; that it would na- 
tionalize the Bank of France, hith- 
erto a private enterprise; that it 
would enforce drastic measures for 
controlling and suppressing the 
flight of capital; that it would sus- 
pend seizures of property by the 
creditor class, and regulate debts 
in the interest of the debtors; that 
it would nationalize the munitions 
industry, and reduce banks and 
corporations to strict regimenta- 
tion: and that, to sum up, it would 
extend the powers of the Govern- 
ment so as to control the entire 
industrial, commercial and agricul- 
tural activities of the nation. 


Moreover, the French newspapers, 
in many instances flagrantly cor- 
rupt, were to be compelled to 
make public their sources of in- 
come, and to be restrained from 
calumny and extortion; while radio 
communications were to be reg- 
ulated in behalf of veracity as to

Attempt to Complete Work 

of Paris Commune of 1871. 


It is a program which Premier 
Blum has defined broadly as an 
attempt to complete the work of 
the abortive Paris Commune of 
1871. Readers will remember that, 
under the shock of the collapse of 
the Second Empire and of Prussian 
victory, the Parisian populace, with 
its genius for revolution, spontane- 
ously improvised what Marx and 
Lenin have celebrated as the first 
proletarian uprising in history. The 
second, according to Communist 
doctrine, was the Russian revolu- 
tion of October, 1917; and the third 
may be the present Government of 
France, which is widely regarded 
as signalizing the last phase of the 
French Republic. 


The Paris Commune, which was | 
proclaimed on March 18, 1871, ruled | 
the city for 72 days and was ex-| 
tinguished in the blood of some 20,- | 
000 revolutionists, slaughtered by | 
French soldiery under command of 
the bourgeois reaction led by 
Thiers, 

Among the proletarian features 
of this revolt listed by Lenin in 
his well-known pamphlet were the 
abolition of standing army and 
bureaucracy, the separation of | 
church and state, the handing over | 
to associations of workingmen of | 
factories and shops abandoned or 
closed by their proprietors, the re- 
pudiation of the parliamentary sys- | 
tem, in favor of committees de-| 
signed to work instead of talk, and | 
some beginnings in applying the 
principle of equality of income. 

But the Commune, in the opinion 
of the Bolshevist statesman, com- 
mitted three fatal blunders. It neg- 
lected ruthlessly to “expropriate the 
expropriators,” beginning with the 
seizure of the Bank of France; it 
permitted the essential task of es- |

Fighting Words From Blum, 

Who Abhors Bloodshed, 

Premier Blum is independent 
enough of Moscow theology to have 
no design of sending up the Louvre 
in flames, or of putting his politi- 
cal adversaries to the sword. By 
conviction as well as temperament, 
he abhors violence and bloodshed, 
It is his hope—as we have seen, 
a plausible one—to consummate the. 
proletarian revolution in France by 
peaceful and constitutional meth- 
ods. But it would be an error to 
presume that this professed pacifist 
could never be compelled, under 
provocation, to resort to force. He 
has thus far contented himself 
with ordering the dissolution and 
disarmament of those bodies of pri- 
vate bourgeois militia which are 
known as the Fascist League, head - 
ed by the Croix de Feu; but at the 
Socialist Congress held at Toul- 
ouse in May, 1934, three months 
after the Fascist riots in Paris, he 
employed language no word of 
which should fail to be taken into 
account. Having accused the Dal- 
adier Government of surrendering 
to the rioters, he said: 

“The newspapers have treated me 
as a man who wishes to loose ma- 
chine guns, tanks and black troops 
upon the people of Paris. It is 
true that I considered it impossible 
for a republican government to 
yield to a mob of Fascist rioters, 
But I am sure it would not have 
been necessary to resort to either 
tanks or machine guns. Other 
weapons could have been used, such 
as fire-hose, tear gas, etc.; and if 
troops had occupied the Place de 
la Concorde, that would, no doubt, 
have been sufficient to prevent an- 
other riot on the night of Feb. 7. 

“T do not believe that resistance 
would have meant bloodshed, 
though I do not hesitate to say 
that if we, the Sociailists, had been 
in power at that time, our methods 
of resistance would have increased 
in proportion to the methods of at- 
tack used by the Fascist rioters, 
Unlike the men of the Action Fran- 
caise, we do not believe that blood 
has a purifying virtue. We hold 
life to be sacred; but, had it been 
necessary we should have defended 
our public liberties at any price.” 
Pitfalls in Middle Path 

Premier Blum Must Follow, 

As was stated in the previous 
article, the Blum ministry will in 
all likelihood stand, at least until 
November. But it is already obvi- 
ous that numerous pitfalis beset 
the middle path along which the 
Socialist chieftain is compelled to 
pick his steps delicately, between 
his violently desperate allies, the 
Communists and the Radicals. As 
he is undoubtedly aware, the for- 
mer regard his Government as @& 
stepping stone to their own arrival 
at power, and will refrain from no 
device calculated to force his hand, 
On the other side, the parties of the 
Center and Right have concentrat- 
ed their efforts upon the enterprise 
of detaching the Radical-Socialists 
from the Popular Front—an alli- 
ance fundamentally unnatural, after 
all, to a party representing the peas- 
ant landholder and the petty cap- 
italist. The conservative press ré- 
sounds day after day with come 
plaints of the dizzily mounting cost 
of living, with appeals to French 
national pride against domination 
by Muscovite foreigners, and with 
denunciations of the Communists 
who, at many public assemblies, are 
charged with having the air of take 
ing the tricolor and the “Marseile 
laise,” with indulgent irony, under 
the protection of the red flag and 
the “Internationale.” 

The Premier is reminded without 
pause by these organs that France 
has proved itself, during centuries, 
of warfare, to be at heart intensely 
nationalistic and patriotic; that it 
is predominantly a country of peas 
ant proprietors and small shopkeep- 
ers; and that his following repree 
sents only the industrial North, the 
larger provincial cities like Mare 
seilles, and above all Paris, with 
its huge manufacturing suburbs‘ 
whereas, in the elections of last 
spring, the agarian regions—such 
as the two Burgundies, Britany, 
Mayenne, the Sarthe and the Loire, 
the High and Low Pyrenees—eme 
phatically rejected the Marxist reve 
olution. It is pointed out that M, 
Blum’s program of social reforma, 
demanding an expenditure of une 
told milliards, must be superim. 
posed upon a staggering public debt 
already amounting to 347 billions of 
francs; while the Roosevelt regime, 
which he is accused of seeking to 
imitate, began with a financial slate 
relatively clean, and with resqurces 
of national wealth which France 
cannot for a moment rival. 

But Leon Blum, as even his op- 
ponents admit, is a personage of 
redoubtable intelligence, and an 
adept in the arts of conciliation and 
reason. The spectacle of his prog- 
ress upon the political tight-rope 
will be, during the next few months, 
one of the most absorbing and in- 
formative which Europe can offer 
to an impartial observer.

LAF STAPLEDON, a British

adequate to solve their really vital 
probiems. Evidently his work is to 
be classified with the voluminous 
despair literature of a muddled gen-,| | 
eration profoundly, even though for 
the most part vaguely, aware of 
approaching catastrophe.

EASELESSLY, up and down, 
wanders old Jim Cook, seeking 
a New West. Somewhere be- 
twéen Texas and the Yukon you 
will find him. The passing of the 
open range, along about the middle 
'80s, marked the beginning of Jim’s 
endless quest. What was begun on 
a cow pony continues now in an old 
auto. Perhaps, after all, what he 
seeks is not a New West, but the 
Old West epitomized for him by the 
memory of his lovely White Swan. 
Many years ago a boy and a girl 
in their middle ‘teens lay out under 
the Texas stars. Jim Cook and his 
Comanche wife, White Swan, were 
resting on their rifles. There 
wasn’t much sleep that night. That 
was because they had run away 
from their people who would surely 
be following. Jim seemed as much 
a Comanche as any of his wife’s 
folks.

THE PILOTS’ BOOK OF EVEREST. By 
Squadron Leader the Marquess of Doug- 
las and Clydesdale, and Flight Lieuten- 
ant R. F. Mcintyre.

HIS is one of those thrilling, 
T cott-the-beaten-path books. that 

make good summer reading. 
Written by the men who piloted 
airplanes over Mount Everest’s 
29,002-foot peak on the morning of 
April 3, 1933, it records in simple, 
modest, yet graphic language the 
story of their expedition and its 
historic achievement. 
More than half the book is given 
over to an account of why and how 
the flight was undertaken, the trip 
to India, and to the very careful 
preparations. The planes would be 
over the Mistress of the World only a 
very short time, soit was of the ut- 
most importance that the use of 
every minute be planned in ad- 
vance. If the reader grows a bit 
impatient at times waiting for the 
planes to take off from the base 
camp at Purnea for the flight east 
of Kangchenjunga and over Ma-

A tcc and California, Eusebio 

Francisco Kino was “explorer, 
astronomer, cartographer, mission 
builder, ranchman, cattle king and 
defender of the frontier.” Herbert 
Eugene Bolton’s biography of him, 
however, does not make exciting 
reading for the layman but offers, 
rather, a carefully verified, copious- 
ly footnoted, immensely valuable 
fund of information to students of 
North American history. And more 
than this, it presents a clearly 
drawn picture of the country and 
culture with which it deals, 
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The author not only ransacked 
the archives of America, Spain, 
Mexico, Peru, Italy, Germany, En- 
gland and France for facts but, in 
his zeal for complete understanding, 
followed his hero’s trail from “his 
birthplace in the Italian Alps, 
through Germany, to Spain, to Mex- 
ico, to Lower California, up the 
West Coast of Mexico to the Gila 
and Colorado rivers, and thence by 
a network of routes over the Sonora 
mountains to the Sierra Madre of 
Chihuahua ... by water on ocean 
liner and Gulf steamer, by land on 
horseback, on muleback, by team, 
by automobile, and by air in a 
monoplane.” It is no wonder that 
facts and impressions thus pains- 
takingly gained should be treasured 
in detail, but it is unfortunate for 
the romantic angle of Prof. Bol- 
ton’s biography that they have 
been. Perhaps the loss to scholars 
by the omission of repetitious hap- 
penings and trivial dates would 
have been even more unfortunate. 
Nevertheless, submerged in valu- 
able documents, is the following ro- 
mantic story of the Padre on Horse- 
back,

After eight years of petitioning, 
Father Eusebio secured an appoint- 
ment to Mexico as missionary, and 
36 days after sailing from his na- 
tive Italy landed in Vera Cruz. 
Forced, at first, to remain in Mex- 
ico City, with characteristic energy 
he wrote a treatise on astrology. 
At last he was ordered to join Aton- 
do on a soul-saving expedition to 
California, then believed to be an 
island, and, after great preparation, 
sailed in 1683. Shortage of food 
forced them to abandon their first 
colony of La Paz and scurvy caused 
them to desert the second colony of 
San Bruno, but not until Kino had 
crossed the peninsula, directed a 
pearl-diving enterprise and joined 
in chasing a pirate ship, all the 
while making friends with the In- 
dians and gently inducting them 
into Catholicism. 

s * @ 

Although compelled for financial 
reasons to abandon California, Kino 
never gave up his idea of Christian- 
izing it and determined to make his 
mission of Dolores in the rich So- 
nora, to which he was subsequent- 
ly appointed, support missions on 
the barren “island.” His ability as 
a ranchman did actually make this 
possible, and Dolores yielded enough 
besides to furnish all the missions 
up and down the Western coast of 
Mexico with cattle, seeds and money 
with which to buy vestments and 
church bells. Kino and his vaque- 
ros, driving enormous herds of cat- 
tle northward from Sonora, distrib- 
uting them where they were need- 
ed, became a familiar sight. So also 
did the sight of Kino seeking a land 
route to California, a _ possibility 
suggested to him when some In- 
dians from the North presented 
him with blue abalone shells like 
those he had seen on the West 
coast of California. A land route 
he did find after many expeditions, 
undertaken, at times, without mili- 
tary aid and over «he most difficult 
of trails. His map showing Cali- 
fornia as a penisula, became for 
years the standard for Europe. 
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Kino, because of his skill in ap- 
proaching his Indians, was not 
awarded, as were several of his con- 
temporaries, with the crown of mar- 
tyrdom. He approached then®first 
with colored beads and, having in- 
doctrinated them, inspired them 
with the confidence that he would 
never, so long as he could prevent 
it, let them grow hungry or be un- 
justly treated. No journey was too 
long if a baby was to be baptized, 
or if a mission was in danger of at- 
tack from unfriendly Indians. Once 
he rode 75 miles, priestly robes fly- 
ing in the wind, to save an Indian 
from undeserved punishment. His 
reward was the jealousy of many 
of his peers and the adoration of 
his Indians, an adoration which 
continued to grow until the day he 
died, after a long journey through 
the desert, his head resting on a 
pack saddle. S. F. K.

When an insurrection oc- 
curs, all persons eboard are put 
ashore on the Isle of Pines, to be- 
come citizens of a republic set up 
by the rebels. The new change in 
social situations permits Misson 
to press his romantic quest more 
strongly and leads to his final ac- 
ceptance. 


As a matter of record, there 
was a Robert Misson whose 
name was known far and wide in 
the Caribbean, but as a pirate and 
not a French gentleman. When 
Sigmund Romberg set to work on 
music for “The New Moon,” he 
Spent two weeks in New Orleans 
and a longer time in the West In- 
dies searching for old musical 
motifs to use. His songs include, 
besides “Lover Come Back to Me” 
and “Softly, As In a Morning Sun- 
rise,”’ the rousing “Stout-Hearted 
Men,” “One Kiss,” “Wanting 
You” and “Marianne.”

N JUNE 12, 1853, white 
men discovered Crater 
Lake, set high in the 
Cascade Mountains of 
Southwestern Oregon, 
not 70 miles above the 
California line. On that 
day and in that hour 
they began to wonder 


why it was so blue. It- 


was a shade so profound, so mysterious, 80 
wholly unreasonable in water, that they 
were almost inclined, like the Indians be- 
fore them, to lay it to supernal interven: 
tion, a lyrical interlude on Olympus, some- 
thing above and beyond the ordinary 
grandeur and everyday laws of nature. 

For 83 years that blue remained one of 
the loveliest and most beloved mysteries of 
not only poet but student. Joaquin Miller 
called it “The Sea of Silence’ and “A sea 
of sapphire (though sapphire is not blue) 
set around by a compact circle of the great 
gritaly rock of Yosemite.” Philosophers 
wondered how it could be anything in the 
water when it was as pure as any lake 
water, how it could be the reflection of 
the sky, when the sky was pale by com- 
parison. Now their questions have been 
inswered by an astronomer, used to sorting 
out shades of starlight imperceptible to the 
tye of man. And the answer for Crater 
lakes in Oregon, just published by the 
Carnegie Institution, seems equally to apply 
to Blue Spring in Missouri, for if Crater 
Lake is the throne of Liao, then surely Blue 
Spring is the finest gem in his crown. 

Not many St. Louisans know Blue 
Spring, though one of them has a huge 
country place on a hillside above it, and 
hundreds of them on “float trips” every 
wwmmer drift down Current River past its 
outlet within a quarter-mile of its source. 
It is a “mile"—and one of the longest 
“niles this reporter ever walked, climbed, 
waded and crawled—south of the Current 
River crossing on Missouri Highway 106 in 
Shannon County; 165 miles south of St. 
louis by way of U. S. 61 and Mo. 21. It 
has been tentatively ranked as eighth of the 
Ourk springs, which are among the largest 
in the United States; but, with recorded 
flow averaging 79,600,000 gallons a day, 
& might aptly be ranked fifth in Missouri, 
ceeded only by Big, Greer, Welch and 
Meramec Springs. The greatest flow at Blue 
Spring was 138,000,000 gallons a day. 

For comparison, the average daily water 
nsumption in Se. Louis is 115,000,000 
gallons 

But the striking thing about Blue Spring 
# its beauty and its color, not its size. The 
feologists say it is the outlet of an under- 
found river. It flows from the base of a 
foot cliff into a pool 75 feet wide and, 
by Present soundings, 45 feet deep. There

gests that any water could be so blue. 

As at Crater Lake, the cause has been 
argued mainly along two lines: cobalt or 
some other mineral in the water, or a fe- 
flection of the sky. Proponents of the one 
had to labor under the handicap that the 
most painstaking analysis of the water has 
shown no such mineral; of the other, against 
the hindrance of being unable to point out 
any such blue in the sky. It now appears 
that both were wrong. 


AS shown in the studies conducted by 
Dr. Edison Pettit of Mount Wilson 
Observatory, now published by the Carnegie 
Institution, Crater Lake is not blue because 
“there's something in the water’—some- 
thing like cobalt—but precisely because 
there's nothing in the water. And it’s not a 
reflection of the sky. On the contrary, 
when it does reflect the sky, its blue gives 
way to the gray mist or the silver of clouds 
or the myriad shades of dawn or sunset. 
Actually, Dr. Pettit found, the atmosphere 
may have the effect of filtering out the blue, 
so that the surface, viewed from the oppo- 
site bank of the six-mile expanse, loses its 
profound color and mirrors the contrasting 
tints of its surroundings. 

More than four-fifths of the water in 
Crater Lake, which is 2000 feet deep, comes 
from snow which falls directly on its sur- 
face. The remaining 18 per cent, falling 


on the precipitous walls that hem it in—it 
really is the crater of an extinct volcano, 
Mount Mazama—introduces little sediment, 
and that is chiefly volcanic matter that set- 
tles swiftly to the bottom. 

In water so clear, reasoned Dr. Pettit, 
there were, in effect, no suspended particles 
to scatter light indiscriminately, or without 
color. There were only the water mole- 
cules, of a size in between the longest waves 
of visible light, which are red, and the 
shortest waves, which are blue—a dimen- 
sion, as well as a mere layman can figure 
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Note how the blue of the foreground in the colored photograph gives way in the distance to 
reflected tints from the surroundings.

If Dr. Pettit's idea was right, he pro- 
ceeded, the water molecules would act on 
the barrage of light waves very much like 
middle-size rocks on a shore beaten by 
waves of all sizes. Waves that were bigger 
than the rocks—the red and yellow and per- 
haps even the green of the light waves— 
would go on unchecked; but the smaller 
waves—the blue!—would dash against it 
and splash back. 

The idea was beautiful. But Dr. Pettit,

like any scientist, had not found all beau- 
tiful ideas unproductive of chagrin, and so 
he set out to see if it would work. In the 
Institution's laboratories in Washington was 
sea water which had settled for seven years 
and was, therefore, more than ordinarily 
clear. Also, it was possible to manage the 
distillation process to produce a water quite 
free of dust. 

And then there was ordinary distilled 
water, and, of course, tapwater. He passed 
a pencil of light through each kind to see 
what happened. 

It worked perfectly. The light scattered 
in every casé was white when viewed from 
opposite the light source—or, from behind 
the theoretical “rocks” which let a mixture 
of waves pass shoreward. But the dust-free 
water scattered deep blue in all directions 
except a narrow backwash of white behind 
the “rocks.” Ordinary distilled water scat- 
tered a lighter blue in the direction toward 
the source of the light, white in the direc- 
tion opposite the source. (The dividing line, 
as shown in the diagram, corresponded with 
the surface of a lake—or a spring—with 
the sun directly overhead.) 

The settled sea water and Crater Lake 
water, alike in clarity, scattered the I’ght 
alike: deep blue above the imaginary “sur- 
face,” lighter blue below and then white. 
All the light scattered by ordinary tapwater 
was white. Here, presumably, the “rocks”

were suspended particles, of immense size 
compared with water molecules, and they 
scattered all the light waves. This was non- 
selective scattering, an indiscriminate and 
therefore white or colorless mixture of light 
waves. 

Now, to clinch it, the astronomer allowed 
tapwater to settle, so that it held fewer and 
fewer of the larger rocks. If he was right, 
he would thereby obtain “selective scatter- 
ing.” And so he did. As clearer and clearer 
samples were tested, the scattered light be- 
came blue and then deeper blue over a 
wider and wider arc, at first above the 
“surface” and then extending below— 
though the scattered light became no bluer, 
and the settled tapwater no clearer, than 
the water from Crater Lake. 

Blue Spring water has .3 of a part sus 
pended matter, 146 parts total dissolved 
solids and 3.7 parts chlorine to the million, 
as compared with 88 parts solid and 10 parts 
chlorine for Crater Lake, $00 solid and 
12.1 chlorine for drinking water. It is the 
clearest of the deeper springs in the Ozarks, 
and no other shows so constant or so pro- 
nounced a shade of blue. 

HE water resources branch of the 

United States Geological Survey, 
headed by H. C. Beckman at Rolla, had not 
yet received the Carnegie Institution report, 
but was inclined to believe “the same as 
at Crater Lake,” and even more so in- 
clined when the writer conveyed Dr. Pettit's 
explanation; since, geologists there said, the 
blue of other deep pools in the Ozarks, such 
as Greer and Meramec Springs, in the sea- 
sons when they are most quiet and clear, 
gathers depth and intensity approaching that 
constant at Blue Spring. 

Another factor at Blue Spring, as cited 
by the Rolla experts, is its cloistral setting, 
which allows little light to reach it except 
from directly overhead and shuts off any 
view of the pool except at angles well 
within Dr. Pettit’s sector of “deep blue” 
scattering. That leaves one phenomenon 
yet unexplained—though it must be con- 
fessed that the explanation is no more likely 
to be physical than psychological. The 
“cobalters” have insisted that the blue 
waters of the spring show in distinct con- 
trast to the green waters of Current River— 
as one scientific observer has published— 
“for 100 yards below the junction.” The 
“reflecters as stoutly, and not too respect- 
fully, deny that they see anything of the 
sort. 

The debate has raged for decades among 
white men; for centuries, probably, among 
the Indians. The reporter joined it perforce 
less than a year ago, on viewing the spring 
for the first time with two scientists. He 
has no hope, now, of ever getting out of it. 
Of course, difference in clarity might ac- 
count for some color contrast at the junc- 
tion. : 
' But, privately, he’s going back to Blue 
Spring to see if Current River, below the 
outlet, still looks as blue as it did before he 
saw Dr. Pettit’s report.

HOLLYWOOD, California.

There are two or 
three thousand other minor troubles, 
but looking and acting like Shirley 
Temple won't even bring a nod from 
a studio gateman to say nothing at all 
about its ability to get Little Mary into 
a casting office. For Shirley has-.a 
strangle hold on her brand of art. 
She is one of the leading box office at- 
tractions in cinema palaces the world 
over just because she is Shirley Tem- 
ple. The studios, great and small, 
have bowed to that fact. They are not 
looking for any imitations and the oth- 
er children who are getting anywhere 
in the movies started their climb to 
fame by being as different from little 
Temple as one could imagine. 

Meanies most of ‘em. Out and out 
hateful, for picture purposes, kids who 
could be mean, even to Shirley who 
has never played that sort of a part 
herself, but who usually needs a 
scrappy, low-down little brat in the 
cast to set off her own natural sweet- 
ness and charm.

It seemed to in- 
dicate that Illinois was reverting to 
the days when lynching bees were the 
only method of coping with horse 
thieves) when stalwart settlers were 
forced to take the law into their own 
bands—there being no one else to 
protect them. Furthermore, it sounded 
as if the official toleration of vigil- 
ante committees would turn loose a 
great deal of unnecessary violence. 

The Governor's announcement was 
Made last December and the program 
ls now well under way. There are al- 
ready some pretty telling indications 
that far from encouraging violence or 
inducing citizens to take the law into 
their own hands, the proclamation will 
injure only the marauding gangsters 
at whom it was directed. If anyone 
else suffers by it, and there are some 
Indications that rural vigilante com- 
mittees aren't healthy for politically 
Minded policemen or those who cor- 
rupt them, that will be no loss to the 
State. 

The situation that called for this 
seemingly drastic action was serious 
Snough to warrant strong measures. 
According to liberal estimates, cattle 
rustiers, produce hijackers and poul- 
try thieves in Illinois raked in some 
$4,000,000 during the last year alone. 
That is said to be four times the 
Amount netted by bank robbers and 
Kidnapers al! over the country during 
the same period. And whereas victims 
of the latter recovered a considerable 
part of what they lost, the farmer re- 
Covered little or nothing. 

Whether or not these figures (re- 
leased by rural law enforcement offi- 
Clals in Illinois) are precisely accur- 
ate, it is certain that the need for ex- 
treme measures was there. Rural Iill-

dio, were helpless. The amazing net- 
work of fast highways that splits up 
the country in all directions made a 
getaway no trick at all. But the chief 
advantage in the new racket so far as 
metropolitan thugs were concerned 
lay in the fact that this had never been 
tried before; no one knew how to get 
at them—least of all the bedeviled 
farmer, already harassed enough by 
drouth, depression, mortgages and 
similar preoccupations. 

The idea that chicken thieves can 
be a serious threat—-serious enough to 
warrant the wholesale formation of 
vigilante committees—seems a little 
absurd on the face of it. But poultry 
is an important staple in [Illinois. 
Many grain farmers raise as many as 
5000 or 6000 chickens. It isn’t until 
the total damage is counted up that 
one realizes how serious a matter 
chicken theft can be. The number of 
chickens stolen in Illinois last year is 
variously estimated at 1,200,000 to 1,- 
600,000. Add to this some 20,000 
head of cattle, a considerable amount 
of gasoline, tools, grain and other ag- 
ricultural wealth, and the $4,000,000 
total doesn’t seem unreasonably high. 


What is more, there was no estab- 


lished way of dealing with such a sit- ¢ 


vation. Most rural penology is a rath- 
er simple affair; professionals have 
little part in it. Farmers are prob- 
ably the most law-abiding element in 
any population. Most of them haven't 
time to be anything else. They re- 
fused for a long time to regard the 
present situation as serious. And the 
marauders took care to keep their ac- 
tivities spread out over as’ wide an 
area as possible, to work late at night 
when hard-working agricultural work- 
ers were sleeping. 

The methods of most of these 
thieves have been simple, but direct 
and effective. Most of them are 
formed into gangs. When they set out 
from a city, they have one large truck 
convoyed by one or two passenger 
cars. In stealing cattle, the usual 
trick is to back the truck into a ditch, 
so that the rear end is almost on a 
level with the pasture, then cut the 
wire fence and drive the cattle aboard. 
Frequently the plans are made in ad- 
vance and advance guards get the lay 
of the land by visiting the farmers, 
posing as peddlers. One St. Clair 
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Illinois officers 
exhibit the 
cord-and-handle 
equipment of a 
modern chicken thief. 


County farmer reported that a couple 
of men who pretended to be peddling 
sewing machine needles drove up to 
his place in a 20-ton dual-wheel 
truck, but stupidity of that kind isn’t 
the general rule. Frequently the out- 
riders are accompanied by girls, ready 
at the drop of a hat to make the whole 
expedition look like a more or less in- 
nocent petting party. . . The diffi- 
culty of catching up with a gang of 
thieves, when they have made a get- 
away, is extreme. Once a truck is 
heading down a concrete highway at 
55 miles an hour, it looks pretty much 
like any other produce truck on the 
way to market. If the farmer has to 
spend 10 minutes getting to a phone 
and it takes the sheriff half an hour 
to reach his farm, there isn’t much 
chance of retrieving the loot.

(One of the sus- 
pects was later shot to death while 
robbing a chicken house in Tennes- 
see.) After a few more incidents of 
this kind and after a series of depreda- 
tions that brought an average of 10 
complaints to the sheriff's office every 
night, the farmers decided to do some- 
thing about it.

How the F-Men Were 
in Illinois and What 


A mass meeting was held at Joliet. 
More than 1000 angry farmers at- 
tended. A protective organization was 
set up and the situation was called 
to Governor Horner’s attention. The 
Governor ordered Ross C, Saunders, 
the director of rural crime prevention, 
to make an investigation. Saunders 
was to work in direct connection with 
Walter W. McLaughlin, director of ag- 
riculture. They were to make use of 
all existing facilities and organizations 
to get the sitpation in hand. Within 
30 days the number of thefts had fall- 
en off amazingly. After that a whole 
month went by without a single com- 
plaint being registered at the sheriff's 
office. That was less than 12 months 
ago, and Will County has showed an 
impressive record since then; it has 
been a model for the organizations 
which have sprung up throughout the 
State. 

In order to get a picture of how they 
work, a Post-Dispatch reporter made 
the rounds with John E. Tiley, who 
has been hired ase chief inspector for 
the St. Clair County Vigilante Commit- 
tee and has been made a deputy sher- 
iff, the other night. Tiley, a former 
coal miner and leader in the United 
Mine Workers of America, was village 
marshal at O'Fallon for 16 years. He 
has been employed by the Vigilante 
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Has Been 


Accomplished. 


Committee since April and the com- 
mittee itself has only been in exist- 
ence since March. Yet during that 
time the sheriff’s office reports a 
70 per cent decrease in rural crime. 
What is most significant about this is 
the fact that this has come ahout with- 
out any shooting and only two arrests 
have been made with the direct as- 
sistance of the vigilantes—or F-men 
as they are colloquially called. Of 
course, as Tiley points out, the 
phenomenal improvements that have 
taken place in counties where there 
are vigilante committees don’t neces- 
sarily represent any permanent reduc- 
tion in the chicken and stock robberies 
of the State. A vigilante committee 
would tend to keep gangsters out for 
easy pickings away from its county. 
But it would tend to increase the 
amount of crime in neighboring coun- 
ties. None of the counties around St. 
Clair has a vigilance committee yet. 


HE organization is far from hap- 
hazard. Each township has a 
member who cerves on the Exec- 
utive Committee and wears the star 
of a special deputy sheriff. These 
‘captains’ have four or five “‘lieuten- 
ants” organized as a patrol and avail- 
able for instant duty at all times. All 
members of patrols are prominent and 
reputable members of the community. 
“They’re good, level-headed men,” 
Tiley says. ‘We're not taking any 
chances on having the star business go 
to their heads and they understand 
that they’re not to take the law into 
their own hands. 

‘We want to weld this into a good, 

sound law enforcement unit that will 
benefit society all the way through. 
You'll notice in our constitution that 
‘it shall not be the purpose of this or- 
ganization to participate in any man- 
ner in regard to any and all labor dis- 
putes.’ Thies isn't going to turn into 
one of those citizens’ committees that 
will do a company’s dirty work for 
‘em. We've guaranteed to keep out 
of that never-ending struggle. 
Our job is to make citizens conscious 
of the duty of law enforcement—to 
make them work with the sheriff and 
to make the police officers know that 
they can depend on farmers to back 
them up in everything that has to do 
with law enforcement. It’s an educa- 
tional job. And, you know, it’s the 
women folks that can do the most for 
us—the women and the young fellows 
who go cut to dances and get out in 
the country at night. They’ve learned 
now that whenever they see a car that 
looks suspicious, they’re to take the 
license number and turn it in. When- 
ever a peddler comes around and looks 
funny to ‘em, they get his number.

LONDON, England. 
MERICAN invaders 
have repeatedly tried 
and failed to win 
Britain over to base- 
ball. Skilled expo- 
nents of the game 


have come over from _ 


the States and toured 

the British Isles, giv- 

ing rousing exhibi- 
tions 
with enthusiasm for the national sport 
of the United States. The visiting ath- 
letes hurled baseballs with amazing 
speed and accuracy, made spectacular 
catches, smashed out terrific drives, 
executed breath-taking slides, demon- 
strated the game's full repertory of 
skill and thrilis. British audiences 
watched them politely and returned to 
their cricket. Lovers of baseball came 
to despair of seeing its cultural ad- 
vantages enjoyed in Albion and en- 
virons. 

It is fairly startling, therefore, to 
realize that baseball is now ‘‘catching 
on” over here. There is a National 
Baseball Association, there are several 
leagues, and there are a good many in- 
dependent amateur teams. The Amer- 
ican game is insidiously winning the 
support of the sport-loving public of 
England and Scotland. And it is, ac- 
cordingly, being viewed with alarm by 
conservative Britishers who are stead- 
fast in their devotion to cricket. For 
baseball’s rapid growth in popularity 
is at the expense of cricket, and ad- 
herents of the latter pastime fear that 
the imported sport will soon be a se- 
rious rival of the English game in 
drawing power. 3 

With life running at a faster tempo 
than formerly and class distinctions 
less pronounced, it is not difficult to 
understand why great numbers of the 
British public are turning to baseball. 
As a spectacie, the American sport is 
crammed with action, and doesn't 
make excessive demands on a specta- 
tor’s time; he can have two hours or 
so of thrilling entertainment and then 
go home. A cricket match may last 
three or four days, and then end in a 
tie; there are long interruptions of 
play while players have luncheon and 
tea and exchange conventional court- 
esies. And in many of the cricket 
matches, such as those between Ox- 
ford and Cambridge and between Eton 
and Harrow, there is such a social at- 
mosphere that many of the nobodies 
in the audience find the dignity and 
decorum somewhat repressive, where- 
as at a baseball game democracy is 
rampant and a bloke can let himself 
go. There is also a monetary consid- 
eration: At many cricket grounds, no 
admission charges are refunded if the

match is stopped by bad weather, 
while at baseball games rain checks 
are given as in America. 

So it is that baseball is challenging 
cricket in Britain. Though baseball 
clubs have existed here since 1903, it 
was not until 1933 that the sporting 
public began to take the imported 
game seriously. In 1933 the National 
Baseball Association was formed. It 
now has 67 clubs. There are leagues 
in Liverpool, Manchester, Birming- 
ham, London and Chipping Norton, 
and a number of independent teams, 
such as those representing Oxford, 
Glasgow and Edinburgh universities, 
also belong to the association. Some 
of the leagues are composed of 12 
clubs, some of eight or six. Includ- 
ing the small-town amateur organi- 
zations, house teams of the big indus- 
trial plants and county clubs it is 
probable that there are at least 250 
teams playing baseball today in the 
British Isles. 

The seeds of British baseball, thus 
bearing fruit at last, began to be sown 
more than 60 years ago. In July, 
1874, two teams from the National 
Association of Professional Baseba!! 
Playere—representing organized base- 
ball in the United States—came to 
these shores. 

At that time professional baseball 
was new even in the United States. 
In 1869 the Cincinnati Red Stockings 
had taken the field as the first team 


of paid players. And in 1871 the first 
professional league was organized un- 


der the name of the National Associa- 


tion of Professional Baseball Players. 
The cities represented at the end of 
the first season were: Philadelphia 
(the Athletics), Boston, Chicago, 
Troy, New York, Cleveland, Washing- 
ton and Rockford, Illinois. The Ath- 
letics won the championship the first 
year, but for the remainder of the as- 
sociation’s existence—until the Na- 
tional League was formed in 1876— 
Boston, which had signed up some 
Cincinnati stars, led the procession. 


Philadelphia's and _ Boston's, 
were the ones which made the 

first baseball invasion of England. 
On their rosters were men such as the 
Wrights, Anson and Spalding whose 
names occupy important places in the 
history of the game. One of the visit- 
ing players, George Wright, had been 
the batting champion of the old Cin- 
cinnati Reds with an average of .618. 
The two teams of bewhiskered 
American athletes lined up as follows:

Thomas J. Beals, J. B. Sensenderfer, 


S. Wright Jr., and Tim Murnane ac- 
companied the teams as utility men. 
Charles H. Porter, president of the 
Boston club, had charge of the trip. 

The Bostons and Athletics played in 
14 exhibitions of the “American Na- 
tional Game of Baseball’ in England 
and Ireland; two each at Liverpool 
and Manchester, seven at London, one 
at Sheffield, and two at Dublin. Of 
these the Bostons won eight and the 
Athletics six. 

Cricket was sandwiched in between 
the baseball games, with the Ameri- 
cans fairly slaughtering the British 
and Irish elevens. The Americans 
went home, and the islanders stuck to 
their cricket. 

In March, 1889, the British Isles, 
the last stop on a world tour of an ag- 
gregation of ball players from the 
United States, again saw the great 
American pastime. Two nines—the 
Chicagos and the All-Americas— 
played exhibition games in London, 
Bristol, Manchester, Liverpool, Glas- 
gow, Belfast and Dublin. 

The Chicagos had on their roster 
Mark Baldwin and J. K. Tener, pitch- 
ers; Tom Daly, catcher; A. C. Anson, 
first base and captain; N. F. Pfeffer, 
second base; Thomas Burns, third 
base; E. N. Williamson, shortstop; M. 
Sullivan, left field; J. Ryan, center 
field, and Robert Pettit, right field. 

The All-Americas included John 
Healy, Indianapolis, and BE. W. Crane, 


New York, pitchers; J. C. Hari, Cin- 
cinnati, catcher; G. A. Wood, Phila- 
delphia, first base; F. H. Carroll, Pitts- 
burgh, second base; H. Manning, Kan- 
sas City, third base; John M. Ward, 
New York, shortstop and captain; 
James Fogarty, Philadelphia, left 
field; Ed Hanlon, Pittsburgh, center 
field, and Tom Brown, Boston, right 
fleld. 

Albert G. Spalding, former Boston 
pitcher, then president of the Chicago 
Baseball Club, served as the impre- 
sario of the world tour of 1888-89. 
George Wright, former shortstop of 
the Bostons, with whom Spalding vis- 
ited England in 1874, acted as umpire 
for the American team. 

Though 60,000 Britishers turned 
out for the exhibition games between 
the Chicagos and the All-Americas, 
the touring missionaries failed to con- 
vince the English, Scotch or Irish that 
baseball was a better game than 
cricket. The widely published opinion 
of the Prince of Wales, later King Ed- 
ward VII, on the subject may have had 
some influence, The Prince said: ‘I 
consider baseball an excellent game; 
but cricket a better one.’’ 

There have been, since the British 
tours of American ball clubs in 1874 
and 1889; a number of informal visits 
of players’ groups from the two major 
baseball leagues of the United States. 
But they failed to rouse any enthusi- 
asm here for the game. The British 
seemed content to leave baseball to 
their American cousins. 

The thousands of young Americans 
scattered throughout the British Isles 
during the World War proved poor 
evangelists for the cause of baseball. 
Of course, the British had a good deal 
on their minds during the 1914-18 pe- 
riod. 


“Babe’’ Ruth descended upon the 

British Isles, but his visit was 
barren of results, in so far as convert- 
ing Britons into baseball fans was con- 
cerned. He was simply hailed as an 
outstanding athlete who received a 
greater salary than the President af 
the United States. The “Sultan of 
Swat” was tried out with a cricket bat, 
but his performance with the wide 
plank was not at all impressive in the 
eyes of the critical British. He failed 
to hit the pellet with the same accur- 
acy and terrific driving power that 
charaéterized the work of the Bostons 
and Athletics in 1874. 

For the fact that baseball has, since 
1903, kept even a slight foothold in 
Britain, the game probably has to 
thank Walter A. (“Arlie’’) Latham, 
third baseman of the St. Louis Browns 
in that team’s days of glory, when it 
won American Association pennants 
and a world championship in the ‘80s. 
Latham, who came from Lynn, Massa- 


. FEW years ago George Herman 
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chussets, after his release as chief 
coach of the New York Giants, came 
to England, where for some time he 
rendered valiant service as a mission- 
ary of the American game. 

Now that baseball is going over in 
Britain, in many sections it is out- 
drawing cricket as a sporting attrac- 
tion. In the North and Midland coun- 
ties the game is well established. Min- 
ers and industrial workers seem to be 
the most enthusiastic among the Brit- 
ish fans. 

Financial entrepreneurs of cricket 
worry over the fact that baseball Is at- 
tracting those thousands of earnest 
rooters who flock each Saturday after- 
noon to watch the association football 
matches. One of the chief reasons for 
this is that many star footballers are 
now playing a quite creditable game 
of baseball. 

Certain Britons, especially those 
who consider cricket about as sacred 
an institution as the established 
Church or the ‘‘Tory’’ party, are partic- 
ularly concerned over the appeal of 
the Yankee pastime for the youth 
of England and fearing that the time 
will come when it will be hard to find 
competent bowlers, wicket-keepers and 
leg men.

Princess,” and “Bisie Janis and Her 


Gang.” The last was written by her- 
self and the three listed just before 
it were produced by the late Charles 
Dillingham—who had such a paternal 
regard for Little Bisie that he made 
her emerge from retirement two years 
ago to help him in the production of 
“New Faces,” a hit whose cast con- 
sisted entirely of unknowns. 

But Little Bilsie had her greatest 
triumphs during the war. Of all the 
entertainers lured into no man’s land 
by the ¥. M. C. A. and the morale de- 
partment responsible for that sort of 
thing, Elsie Janis was probably the 
most popular with the soldiers. Once 


her show wae interrupted by a violent 
barrage directed against a German 
plane which had come practically with- 
in bombing distance of her audience— 
just out of the trenches; she looked 
up, asked whether they thought she 
would be killed, then went on with 
the song and dance. A young lieu- 
tenant wrote home about her appear- 
ances behind the front: “She is so 
glad to be over here entertaining the 
boys that she is just bubbling over 
with fun of the cleverest kind." He 
told how she was performing one night 
and realized that the time was up and 
the men would be arrested by the 
military police if they stayed longer; 
instead of stopping, she turned to a 
general in the audience and threw hin: 


a kiss. ‘“‘Won’t you let the boys stay 
a little longer?” she begged. ‘We're 
having such a good time. Go on. 


Pretty please.”’ Whereupon, in the 
teetb of all that was military, he 
bowed, and announced all passes 
would be extended. Once she exposed 
herself to mumps, by insisting on sing- 
ing to a ward of sufferers. And when 
the men in a ward where more dang- 
erous contagious diseases were segre- 
gated begged her for a performance, 
she sang to them through a window. 

She left France and went to En- 
gland to entertain the hospital patients 
Her voice had completely die- 
appeared by the time it was all over. : 
She could scarcely whisper. But when 
someone asked her if she were leaving 
England to escape the war matinees, 
she strained it again to insist she had 
never loved doing anything so much in 
her life. “They’re the finest men I 
have ever seen,’’ she said, in a voice 
that would have been husky even with- 
outs its tear. 

Since then Elsie has had nothing 
more distinguished to occupy her than 
a charming young husband (16 years 


her junior) and a couple of assign- 


ments writing scenarios and acting in 
“shorts” in Hollywood. 

She still retains some of the catchy 
charm that made her a public favor- 
ite but nowadays it takes an automo- 
bile accident or something as unex- 
pected as her latest charitable gesture 
to get her name in the papers.

of the flag. That made it quite hope- 
less for her; she had only one shot 
left to keep the match going. But at 
this point something got into her, in- 
spiration perhaps of the kind that 
makes great generals and admirals. 
She walked rather casually up to the 
hole, looked into it for a moment, and 
strolled back to address her ball. She 
asked for a putter. And she sank the 
ball in one shot. 

That kind of thing is characteristic 
of her play. She is temperamental and 
optimistic and not afraid to try any- 
thing. This May she was a member 
of America’s Curtis Cup team and 
played in England. She was of ma- 
terial help in retaining the title. But 
when she entered the International 
matches (the same month) her putting 
went haywire and Pam Barton of En- 
gland, who is a year her senior, won 
the title from her. She was frankly 
and desperately nervous throughout 
the match. 

Characteristically, she varies be- 
tween phenomenal calm and utter 
breakdown. She is very superstitious 
and that trick of going up to the hole 
and looking in is more than a man- 
nerism; she thinks it brings her luck. 
Although she ewears it is for emer- 
gencies, she still carries the sawed-off 
brassie her father gave her five years 
ago. She still plays in the same green 
tweed skirt, the same blue hat and 
blue sweater she wore in the National 
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last summer. None of them fits her, 
but she thinks they are lucky. Her 
concentration during play is extraordi- 
nary. 

Long putts are her specialty and 
make her game one of the most ex- 
citing in the world to watch. In Palm 
Beach last winter, for instance, she 
lined up a 30-foot putt that stopped 
two inches short of the cup. She was 
irritable about it, too. Her typical 
apostrophe for such occasions is, 
“Patty, you BUM!” 


HE outcome of her British ex- 

pedition was disappointing to 

her, but she made a decisive im- 
pression on the spectators and her op- 
ponents. 

“T had not seen her play before,’’ 
wrote Bernard Darwin, a prominent 
expert. ‘‘Now that I have seen her, I 
prophesy that the next time she visits 
England she will devastate the coun- 
try. She has a glorious style, great 
strength and enormous powers of con- 
centration, but I do wish she would 
learn to play more quickly.”’ 

Obviously she is gifted with that 
miraculous kind of muscular co-ordi- 
nation that produces athletes almost 
without effort. 

But by this time she is in a class 
where too. much reliance can't be 
placed on that kind of gift. From 
here on the game has denegerated into 
hard work. 
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The terrific ordeal of ‘graduation from 
the penitentiary is etched in lines of agony 
and triumph in this article, which concludes 
a series presenting an “inside” view of 
prison enriched by background out of the 
ordinary. The young man who tells the 
story is a member of a well-to-do New En- 
gland family and a graduate, some 10 years 
ago, of an Eastern college. He accepts the 
task of coaching a football squad of fellow- 
prisoners—‘‘a big job, a lot of responsibility 
and probably much grief’—because he 
thinks “it would be a great experience and 
I would get a kick out of it.’ (He was 
right both ways—but readers of last week's 
article were struck with the prompt relief 
from brooding and the sudden note of life 
the moment he had the ‘“‘big job” on his 
hands.) 

It had been in a somewhat related frame 
of mind that he decided to take his medi- 
cine upon conviction, in fair trial in a lower 
court, on a technical charge of manslaughter 
in a traffic accident under circumstances 
which led attorneys and friends to urge 
appeal. He went into prison under 1-to-l4- 
year sentence with two ruling ideas: to 
enter into the life of his fellow convicts 
with full understanding and whole-hearted 
comradeship, and to turn his misfortune to 
account as a means of enlarging his knowl- 
edge of men and the world and his worth 
to himself and to them. How well he suc- 
ceeded may be judged from the following 
extraordinary letters to his mother. 


By an EX-INMATE of an 
AMERICAN PRISON 


Sunday, October 20. 

Mother dearest: Well, dear, many 
more Saturday football games will 
make a complete nervous wreck out of 
me—I didn’t faint this time, but I 
must have lost five pounds. But it 
was exciting. It was a real hot Indian 
summer day. We played the G’s, a 
pro team from the steel town—they 
all looked like boilermakers. I have 
never seen such giants.: As big as our 
team was, their line averaged over 
200 pounds and our whole team was 
outweighed 15 pounds a man. How- 
ever, we started out with a rush and 
were in a scoring position when we 
fumbled, which was recovered by G. 
They kicked and we got under way 
again, when another fumble ruined us. 

That seemed to take the heart out 
of the team and we couldn't get any- 
where the first quarter with G advanc- 
ing the ball into our territory. So, at 
the start of the second quarter I sent 
in the entire second team and told 
them to go in and show up our “‘great”’ 
first team. Well, they went in and 
played like mad men. They stopped 
G's advance and slowly but surely 
pushed ahead for a touchdown and 
kicked the extra point. The starting 
team were begging me to put them 
back, but I decided it would do them 
good to sit on the side lines, if the 
second team could hold their own for 
the remainder of the half, which they 
did in fine style. 

During the intermission I really let 
go and gave them a fight talk that I 
would never have dared to do seven 
weeks ago, but I knew they were al! 
for me, and the first team knew they 
deserved a bawling out. I told them 
that they not only had made chumps 
out of themselves, but out of me as 
their coach, for I thought I had 
picked the best 11 men to start the 
game. I said I would give them one 
more chance and would let them start 
the second half, and if they didn’t 

score two touchdowns the third quar- 
ter they would be the second team. 
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I have seen a good many football 
games, but I never have seen such su- 


perb fight and drive as those boys put 


on. When they ran out on the field 
they were greeted with boos from 
their 4000 mates, but it didn’t feeze 
them. They took the ball on the kick- 
off and didn’t give up the ball until 
they had scored a touchdown. Three 
minutes later in four plays they scored 
another. Both these scores were made 
in seven minutes, or before the quarter 
was half over, and just at the end of 
the quarter they scored the fourth 
touchdown of the game, making the 
score 26-0. 

They were really played out. I sent 
in the second team again, but the boys 
didn’t want to come out, although the 
heat and humidity were terrific, but I 
finally got them off to the showers. 
The reserves played well again and 
should have scored twice, but a fumble 
ruined them once, and a pass on the 
10-yard line was intercepted and run 
back 90 yards for a touchdown for G. 
This was a tough break, but at the end 
of the game the score was 25—7 and 
I was really satisfied, as I saw to what 
heights the first team could rise, and 
also knew that I had a fighting re- 
serve team. 

We got a bit better break from the 
officials after the game, at least they 
gave us a hot meal, French fried po- 
tatoes, meat loaf, and tapioca pudding.. 
I also gave the men two dozen 
oranges, candy bars and cigarettes, 
and I don’t think any present I have 
ever given was as much appreciated as 
that $3 commissary order.

There is always a danger in here of 
losing your sense of humor which, af- 
ter all, is really a sense of proportion. 
I realized that yesterday, after we lost 
the football game. I was terribly dis- 
appointed and the players were even 
more so, for they felt they had let me 
down. But I then saw that it was my 
job to cheer them up and get their 
confidence. They played a hard game, 
six of our regulars were out of the 
game, but there were no alibis: we 
were beaten by a better team. But I 
realized it was only a game, and we 
couldn't win them all, and there was 
no disgrace to lose to a better team. 

Everyone has been on edge the last 
few days. Wednesday a con was 
stabbed, but is still alive. Then Fri- 
day morning M— was killed just in- 
side our cell house door—I_used to 
have breakfast with him. He wasn’t a 
bad sort, he was doing 30 years on 
someone's elee murder rap, so per- 
haps he is better off now. He had got 
himself mixed up with a tough bunch 
of gamblers in here, and rumor has it 
that he didn’t pay his debts. There is 
more to it that I can’t put in a letter, 

but it is certainly going to make it 
tough on the rest of us. They will 
make this piace airtight. Last night

the 200 men stayed on and shook 
down all the shops and came out with 
bushel baskets of knives. 
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Sunday, November 10. 

I know one thing which I have 
found out in here—that if you have 
any unpleasant problem or trouble- 
some task to face, you can’t evade it, 
and if you try and solve it and thrash 
it out when it first comes up, you can 
weather any storm, but if you evade 
the daily worries and troubles, they all 
pile up, and when the day of reckon- 
ing arrives it is all too much to bear. 
I am sure that I am paying now for 
the many evasions and runnings away 
from the knocks of life... . 

I have listened by the hour to one 
of my football players, who is an edu- 
cated and sincere Communist, and 
though I don't agree with him on 
many points I can recognize the short- 
comings of the capitalistic system, and 
can visualize the Utopia Russia is 
striving for, though the means don't 
justify the end, to me. 

Football here has been in a turmoil 
this week. The new warden told us 
Saturday morning that he was going 
to move us all into one cell block. 
Most of the boys kicked, as some of 
them had cell partners they had been 
with for several years. I, for one, 
have got acclimated to my surround- 
ings and don’t want to change. Also, 


some of the boys had part time jobs 
in the various shops and they were 
advised to give them up if they wanted 
to continue to play football. The out- 
come was that the whole team wanted 
to quit Saturday morning, but I per- 
suaded them to play, even if it was 
our last game, and promised to back 
them. I then saw the warden and I 
think I convinced him he was wrong. 
Anyway he said he would reconsider 
the matter if we played the game. 

I didn't need to give the boys much 
of a fight talk. They were out to show 
the warden what they could do as he 
hadn’t yet seen them play. They were 
aleo stinging mad from last week's 
defeat, and our game was with the big 
XA— team that had already defeated 
C— which was the team that beat us 
last week. It was a muddy field and 
pouring rain the first half, but our 
team played inspired football. I have 
never seen such hard blocking and 
tackling. At the end of the half we 
were leading 20-0. It was all the 
more remarkable as our Captain and 
great fullback, Eddie, was on the side 
lines with a crutch, also B—, our star 
halfback (brother of the famous B—), 
was out of the game with a bad ankle. 
In the second half our reserves went 
to ‘work with a vengeance and scored 
two more touchdowns, although they 
let them get away with one trick play 
that scored a touchdown, but the final 


score was 34-6, and it was really a 
great victory. It was the first game 
that I really enjoyed without being a 
nervous wreck. Even if it is our last 
game, and the warden won't go along, 
I am satisfied that both our teams 
were playing at tops yesterday, and it 
was well worth all the grief and worry 
I have had.

Monday the new athletic director 
gave out the orders that the players 
and myself would have to give up 
part-time jobs and all be transferred 
to one cell house or quit football. 
Twenty-one of the 30 players quit and 
I resigned as coach and wrote a strong 


' letter of protest to the warden. I 


fully expected to be sent inside to the 
old prison or “B’’ house, but Tuesday 
I was called up front and had to face 
the two wardens and the two head 
deputy captains. I argued for about 
an hour and I don’t think I was ever 
so eloquent when I was selling cotton 
goods, or stocks and bonds. But I 
knew I was in the right so I dared 
speak my mind. Well, to my surprise 
on Wednesday the orders went out 
there would be football as usual. Ev- 
eryone could keep their jobs and there 
would be no transfers and, further- 
more, I was given a free hand with 
the players as the athletic director was 
dismissed—so that was a victory. But 
now they have a screw that goes 
around each morning and picks up the 
team from the various cell houses, fol- 
lows us to the locker room, parades us 
out on the fleld and watches us like a 
hawk. I expect any day we will have 
to give up the Warner huddle system 
or put the screw on the team. But all 
of this is supposedly for our protection 
after the killings of two weeks ago, as 
they are making the whole place as 
tight as a drum, and when you have 
4000 men to watch, it is a job. 

Saturday we had a game with the 
B’s, a semipro team. They were a 
tough lot, and outside of a few trick 
passes they had only weight. The 
field was ankle deep in mud, with all 
the rain, and no turf or grass to ab- 
sorb it, but our bunch are really mud 
horses. The first quarter we ran wild, 
scoring 24 points, then a very upset- 
ting thing happened. One of the offi- 
cers came over and took Eddie, our 
captain, to solitary, which is right next 
to the field, and threw him in the hole. 
We were all dazed for he has never 
been in trouble the six years he has 
been here, and was going out in Feb- 
ruary. 

So between the halfs I went over to 
the “bank’”’ to find out why they took 
Eddie and discovered they were hold- 
ing him for investigation, and no 
charge had been entered. I knew he 
couldn’t have been tied up with the 
murder, but they have had a grand 
jury down here investigating every- 
thing but the food. However, the next

These measures may sound 
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superfluous and unreasonably te- 
dious, but it is believed that farm- 
ers would welcome them if they 
came into general use, for their 
absence makes possible a situa- 
tion where city gangsters have 
practically a free hand in the 
country. Some of the expedients 
they use are decidedly elaborate 
and elaborate measures are neces- 
sary if they are to be stopped. 
A racketeer in Hast St. Louis, 
for example, organized a large 
gang of boys and young men and 
posted them on Cemetery Hill at 
a point where trucks have a long 
upgrade to negotiate. When a 
heavily loaded van came to this 
point, a boy would jump up be- 
hind, cut the rope and tear away 
the canvas, then toss the contents 
into the street to be nicked up la- 


ter by his helpers. 
9 make it a practice to carry 
along a female dog to dis- 
tract the attention of the farmer's 
watch dog while they are raiding 
the hen house. A device based 
on the wire noose principle an- 
ciently familiar to poachers silent- 
ly captures as many as 40 birds 
at a haul. 

The gangs have adopted all the 
devices that became familiar dur- 
ing bootlegging days. Hijacking 
is one of the most common. It is 
comparatively simple for a gang 
of thugs to block a highway with

their car and hold up the produce 
truck driver before he has a 
chance to turn around. Frequent- 
ly the cargo seized in that way 
is worth more than $1500 and 
decidedly worth the hijacker’s 
while. 

Such operations have called 
forth a certain amount of heroism 
on the part of the farmers. Last 
summer, for example, a farmer 
named Charles Julien, who lives 
near Cahokia, surprised a group 
of three thieves in his cornfield. 
He was accompanied only by his 
17-year-old son, but the two of 
them captured both of the men 
who were working in the field at 
the time, And when the third 
thief, who had been sitting in a 
truck, tried to get away, Julien 
followed in his car while the boy 
held the other two until the sher- 
iff arrived. The fugitive managed 
to get all the way to Hast St. 
Louls, while the angry farmer 
peppered his cab with bullets. At 
Eighth street and St. Louis ave- 
nue the fleeing truck crashed into 
another and was wrecked; the 
driver escaped. 

While the vigilante committees 
are advised to shoot to kill, if 
necessary, they are continually 
warned to use extreme caution not 
only to avoid shooting up necking 
parties, but also to save their own 
hides, As John Tiley pute it: 
“I've been in several shooting 
scrapes myself and I've made up

my mind that if any of these rats 
really makes up his mind to get 
me, he can probably do it with- 
out much trouble just by picking 
me off with a shotgun while I'm 
driving around the country.

They kept me up 
front and I spent the night in the 
detention hospital—up at 4:30— 
good breakfast, shave and hair- 
cut, and then off in the dark and 
a blinding snowstorm for the 
Capitol. 

Darling, the lights are about to 
go out, but I did have to get this 
off. Don’t worry, everything has 
got to break for us some day and 
I should know the best or worst 
by Sunday.

The next night I was taken up 
to the warden’s office and in- 
formed that on the board’s recom- 
mendation the Governor had 
granted me a full pardon. My 
knees almost gave way. What I 
hoped and prayed for had come 
true. The following day was the 
shortest in the year—-December 
21, but it semed the longest to me 
as I had to wait for the signed

pardon to arrive. However, 
the deputy captain gave me a pass 
which enabled me to go anywhere 
in the institution. I went the 
rounds of the various cell houses, 
saying good-by to the football 
team, gave away my books and 
canaries to those who still had a 
long stretch ahead of them. 

This final farewell somehow 
took away the joy of my pending 
freedom. I had made some real 
friends with whom I would have 
liked to have shared my good for- 
tune, I know they were genuine- 
ly glad that I was getting out, but 
I hated to think of the many years 
some of them still had to serve. 


There were also a few whom I 


thought were my friends, but they 
were #0 jealous of my pardon that 
they wouldn't shake my hand. 
But I don’t blame them. I knew 
how hard it was to see others go, 
not knowing when your day will 
come. 

At 4 o’clock my “diploma” ar- 
rived with the gold seal and sig- 
nature of His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernar. It had been a grim school 
of experience, but when the gates 
closed behind me, I knew then 
that I would cherish freedom 
above all else in the world!

EPILOGUE. 

Now that I look back on my 
prison days I do not know if I 
have given a complete picture of 
what I went through. In the let- 
ters to my mother I naturally 
tried to be as cheerful as possible. 
Often I failed. But what most 
people do not realize is that it is 
not the physical hardships that 
make your life a hell, for in time 
you adjust yourself to these, but 
the mental strain is always there. 
Your punishment starts the day of 
your conviction. It is impossible 
to realize what freedom means un- 
til you have lost it. The nervous 
tension, the feeling of disgrace, 
futility, and frustration never 
leave you. 

I should like to give up life 
working for prison reform. It is 


a tremendous problem. No one 
can know all the solutions, but | 
do know that crime should be at- 
tacked from the preventive angle 
rather than the punitive, and this 
means education, and more educa- 
tion. Teach the young to think 
straight, and make them know the 
meaning of sportsmanship, loyalty 
and courage. 

Everyone knows that the curse 
of penal administration is State 
politics, The Federal Govern- 
ment could teach many states 4 
lesson. Our institutions should be 
free of state politics and changing 
administrations. Civil service ap- 
pointments should mean more 
than they do. Career men should 
be in charge. Rehabilitation and 
segregation are the two most im- 
portant factors to face. In pun- 
ishing a man for his mistakes, do 
not lose track of the fact that 
some day he will return to s0- 
ciety, and that every effort should 
be made to make him a respected 
citisen. Train him to think as 
well as to use his hands, and when 
he leaves, help him to get back his 
self-respect for he has paid the 
penalty. If he wants to make 
good, give him a chance. Toler- 
ance is a great virtue. Everyone 
makes mistakese—some pay, and 
some don’t, but we all can give 4 
helping hand to those that have 
slipped. 

The one great criticism of our 
prisons today (which I believe is 
generally recognised) is that most 
of the state institutions are over- 
crowded. Facilities and money 
are not available to properly 
house, handle, inetruct and re- 
habilitate so many men. 

The crime bill of this country 
has grown to the alarming extent 
of $15,000,000,000 a year. It is 
the duty of every citisen, young 
and old, to help fight this great 
problem. Everyone should be 
made to go through a penitentiary 
and see for themselves the living 
dead. I have done time—but 
“time will tell,” if it has helped 
me to face life and to help others.

shut-out pitcher, or publicly com- 
plimenting a cockney youth for 
pulling off an unassisted double 
play. There is some foundation 
for their fear in the fact that King 
Bdward is not particularly keen 
for cricket. 

Though the newspapers of the 
British Isles give baseball some 
attention, the space allotted to the 
sport is small in comparison with 
that dealing with cricket. The 
sports writers of the influential 
dailies of England and Scotland— 
of whom the majority are ardent 
cricket boosters—regard baseball 
as a rough and vulgar diversion, 
and seldom neglect an opportunity 
to decry the game, With few ex- 
ceptions, the British sports writers 
know as little about reporting a 
baseball game intelligently as the 
average American writer knows 
about covering a cricket match. 

The fullest and most intelligent 
reports of British baseball are to 
be found in the Sunday sensation- 
al weeklies, which sell for two 
pence. The phraseology used has 
a special interest for Americans 
accustomed to the slang of base- 
ball accounts in their home pa- 
pers. In an English paper they 
may eee the second game of a 
doubleheader called the “second 
round,” and learn that a pitcher 
instead of being ‘‘knocked out of 
the box’’ or ‘driven to the show- 
ers,” was “replaced,” after which 
his successor ‘‘took over.” 

Here are some typical excerpts 
from British baseball stories: 

“Bolton handicapped them- 
selves by some indifferent work in 
the field, while their batting was 
also moderate.” 

“The visibility was very bad 
and made both pitching and bat- 
ting difficult to carry out with any 
skill. Quite a few catches were 
missed by fielders of both sides on 
account of the bad light.” 

Below ie a sample of how a 
baseball game is reported in an 
English newspaper: 

Manchester Bluesox 5, Ashton 
Hawks 5. 

Ashton Hawks, with three new 
players in their side, held the un- 
defeated Manchester Bluesox to a 
draw of five runs each. The field- 
ing was of a high standard, as can 
be judged from the scoreboard, 
noither side scoring more than 
one run in an innings. 

Bluesox, for whom Rushby 
pitched throughout, secured a lead 
of one run after the fifth frame, 
and held on to it until the last in- 
nings, when the Hawks’. pitcher, 
Scott, was brought home for the 
equalising run. 

Excitement was at a high pitch 
when the Bluesox, holding on to a 


slender lead of one run, came to 
the plate for the last innings, but 
they went out without adding t 
their score. 

Then the Hawks came in appar- 
ently determined to put a stop to 
their run of defeats, and they 
were successful. Scott was 
brought home by a two-bagger, 
and with two men out, Markey 
was fanned out by Rushby. 

There was a joyful note in the 
Hawks’ ‘‘battle-cry” after the 
game, 

Scott struck out 14 men for 
Ashton, and Rushby seven for 
Bluesox.

Few, if any of the stars of the 
British baseball firmament have 
distinctive nicknames, such as 
“Lefty’’ Grove, “Rabbit’’ Maran- 
ville and “Babe"’ Ruth. But White 
City of the London Major Base- 
ball League has a “Bozo” Fisk, 
who, by the way, is said to be a 
mystery man. Some of the Brit- 
ish sports writers are hinting that 
“Bozo” is a cast-off from one of 
the American major league teams 
who is still good enough to shine 
on the English diamond. 

“Bozo” is not the only mystery 
man in British baseball. There 
are quite a few veterans from 
American and Canadian teams, al- 
legedly playing under assumed 
names, who are outstanding play- 
ers here. There are, as a matter 
of fact, openings for many Amer- 


loan baseball cast-offe on British 
teams, provided they are wise 
enough to wiggle through the la- 
bor regulations which immigration 
laws lay down for those listed as 
“entertainers.’’ These veterans of 
the American game must bear in 
mind, however, that the British 
season is short, and, while the pay 
is good, it ie not up to that re- 
ceived by American stars, 

While the average Englishman 
vaguely considers baseball as be- 
ing a development of rounders 
and cricket—and, in a way, he ie 
right—he is quickly catching on 
to the intricacies and fine points 
of the game. One may hear plen- 
ty of second-guessing from leath- 
er-lunged Limey  bileacherites. 
There was a time when English- 
men considered it rank bad man- 
ners to argue with the umpire, but 
that day is passing. Gentlemen 
essaying the role of diamond ar- 
biters in Britain are now learning 
how it feele to be publiply branded 
by the cash customers as myopics, 
burglars, and ‘bleedin’ blighters."’ 
In the United States this.form of 
abuse is termed ‘‘ragsin’."’ The 
English call it “barracking."’ In 
Glasgow, an unpopular decision is
